RECRUITING FOR THE VOLUNTEERS. 


The Philadelphia “Evening Telegram” estimates that 
nearly 13,000 men have joined the military service from 
Pennsylvania during the past two years, With reference 
to the care shown in the selection.of recruits it states 
that in the 27th Regiment 290 of 295 men were re- 
jected by the surgeon of the 28th. The “Telegram” 
says: “So energetic has Ahe work been carried forward 
that it is confidently expected that the ten new regiments 
of Volunteer infantry, as well as the 11th Regiment 
Volunteer cavalry, will be practically recruited at the 
outside not later than October. By far the greater share 
of the eredit for the remarkable showing in Pennsylvania 
should be given to Maj. D. J..Craigie, whose conserva- 
tive and earnest management has been the principal 
factor in securing recruits. In Philadelphia Maj. Craigie 
is kept busy with the actual recruiting work. There 
are also stationed here Lieut. Andrew Moses, who is 
enrolling reeruitg for the 7th U. 8S. Art.; Capt. R. J. 
Reaney, for the 46th Vol. Inf.; Lieut. C. A. Allen, for 
the 28th Vol. Inf.; Lieut. D. H. Jacobs, for the 38th Vol. 
Inf.. and 2d Lieut. G. Schlacter, for the 44th Vol. Inf. 
Capt. C, D. Parkhurst has an office at Harrisburg, where 
recruits are being enrolled for the 2d U. S. Inf. There 
are three offices in Scranton, one of which is under the 
charge of Capt. M. L. Hersey, who is enrolling troops 
for the 9th U. S. Inf.; another under the charge of 2d 
Lieut. M. M. Keck for the 42d Vol. Inf., and the third 
under 2d Lieut. T. P. Murphy for the 47th Vol. Inf. 
Capt. H, L. Jackson has an office to procure men_for 
the Ist U. S. Inf. at Ridgeway. Lieut. P. H. McCook 
is enrolling men for the 5th U. 8.

A correspondent says: “Capt. Joseph Garrard, Troop 
\. 0th U. S. Cay.. detailed on recruiting service, with 
headquarters on Fourth street, Cincinnati, Ohio, isan 
old Army officer. who was born in Clay County, Ky.. 
December 20, 1851. He graduated at West Point in 
class of 1878. and was appointed 2d Lieutenant in the 
ith Art. Capt. Garrard has seen much hard service on 
the frontier, and distinguished himself for his splendid 
courage in those far West campaigns, especially in the 
Sioux country in 1890-91. He was transferred to the 
wh Cav. in 1886. The history of that gallant command 
for hard fighting is well known. Garrard County. Ky., 
took its name from Capt. Garrard’s family, one of the 
oldest and best known families in Kentucky. The Cap- 
tain was on recruiting service during the Cuban cam- 
paign. His snecess as a recruiting officer has been phe- 
nomenal. . Since his detail nearly or about two years 
tiecording to recollection) he has accepted recruits at the 
rate of two hundred per month, Capt. Garrard is a tall. 
splendid looking officer, and is the embodiment of South- 
ern chivalry, which he never lost in all his roughing it 
on the frontier. It is a compliment to his excellent dis- 
cipline to say that five men in Troop A, 9th Cav., have 
loon appointed by the President, officers in the new 48th 
Vols... now being recruited at Fort Thomas. 

NEW ORDNANCE FOR OTIS. 

Secretary of War Root has shown the country what 
can be done by a man of determination. When he as- 
sumed the war portfolio he announced his intention of 
Waging a vigorous campaign against the insurrection- 
This was less than two months ago, To-day 
ien infantry. regiments previously authorized are thor- 
oughly organized and equipped, ten more = are being 
rapidly reeruited, two are partly organized in the 
l’hilippines, one cavalry regiment has been raised and 
two colored regiments have been authorized. This has 
if been accomplished in less than two months, and in 
addition the Secretary has decided upon field artillery 
that will eertainly do much to bring the campaign to a

specdy end. He has availed himself of every oppor- 
tunity to investigate the latest artillery devices, not 
with a view to its future adoption by the Army, but 


looking to its immediate use in the coming campaign. 
Ile has not sought to give contracts for material to be 
delivered months hence when it will be of no use against 
the Filipinos, but on the contrary has announ ed his 
intention to purchase whatever guns may be needed pro- 
vided they can be immediately delivered. : : 

It is proposed to end the business of palavering with 
the insurgents. This was tried during the last season 
and failed, A campaign will be waged with the sole 
purpose of compelling unconditional surrender. 

Among the preparations made by the War Depart- 
ent is the purchase of a number of Maxim mountaim 
sins of the same type as were used in the Owdurman 
ind Khartoum eampaigns by England. At Sandy Hook 
the Secretary was mach impressed with this type of 
xun. and gave an order to Thomas F. Lane, agent for 


Vickers Sons & Maxim, of England, for twelve. They 
are ready for delivery and will soon be at Manila, 
where the batteries will be formed. The order provides 


also for nearly 8,000 rounds of ammunition. 

Some weeks ago Lieut. Mervyn ©. Buckey was 
ordered toe go to Woolwich Arsenal, England, Paris, 
France and Amsterdam, Holland, to investigate the or- 
gtnization of these mounted batteries, and he prepared 
to report te General Otis on his arrival at Manila. 

Orders were issued this week to Capt. George W. 
Van Deusen, of the 7th Art., to ptoeeed: at. once, to 
London, England, to inspect these guns, carriages. 
equipment and ammunition, and upon the completion of 
this duty te proceed to Manila and report to the com- 
manding General for assignment to duty in charge of 
the guns. It has been decided to organize two bat- 
teries of six guns each. .This will call for the assign- 
ment of about three officers. Each battery will have 








about fifty men, and with four miules to a gun it will 
be necessary to provide about mules. 

General A, R, of Ordnance, was 
anxious to send to ral Otis four Hotchkiss moun- 
tain guns now at San Francisco, and Capt. Van Deusen 
had n ordered to San Francisco to accompany the 
Hotchkiss guns to Manila when the Secretary revoked 
the order and issued a later one, directing him to proceed 
to London. , 

It was determined, however, to send the Hotchkiss 
guns, also, and the four have already left San Fran- 
cisco for Manila. 

Lieut. Buckey in addition to his investigation of the 
mountain batteries will agcompany Col. Cummer, mili- 
tary attache at London, to Germany, and attend the 
German military maneuvers.

Line, of corresponding grade, without the searlet cloth 
between loops; the collar to be trimmed with No. 2 
Marine Corps lace, and hooked at the bottom corners 
in front to be rounded similar to that of the special 
full dress of the Line Officers, this lace to be backed 
with gold tracing braid at base of collar and forming 
a crow’s foot in the center of the back, the side loops 
of the crow’s foot to be, each, one inch in length, and 
the middle eae to be one and one-half inches in length; 
the top of collar, front and bottom edges of the skirt 
of coat to be piped with one-eighth inch scarlet cloth, the 
corps and rank device to be worn on the collar and to 
be of the same size and description as provided for the 
Line Officers of the same grade, 

Five officers of the Marine Corps, now on the 
retired list of their corps, are drawing no salaries from 
the Government. This embarrassing predicament is 
the source of annoyance to all, but cannot be remedied 
by any executive order or action. Congress alone can 
come to their assistance. Meanwhile they must content 
themselves as best they can and wait. "This: situation 
is all due to the fact that last Congress appropriation 
was made only for those officers then on the retired list. 
and no provision taken to cover eases of such officers 
as might retire during this year. The Controller of 
the Treasury recently rendered a decision on the sub- 
ject, but the officers are not quite satistied and hope 
there may be some way by which they will not be com- 
pelled to wait months for the pay due them now. The 
chances are, however, that they will have to abide ther 
time,

Twenty-six young men who were recently examined 
for appointments as 2d Lieutenants in the Marine Corps 
will not learn their fate until the return of Secretary 
Long to Washington next week, when he will take the 
report of the Board under consideration and announce 
the names of the successful candidates. The Board 
completed its labors last week and submitted its report 
to General Heywood. who has transmitted it to the Navy 
Department, where it awaits the Secretary's action. It 
is extremely doubtful if more than twenty of the class 
will receive commissions, unless deficiencies, mental and 
physical, are waived. It is learned that several of the 
applicants failed one way or the other, but this by no 
means implies that they may not be appointed. Per- 
mission to take the examinations has been subject to 
substantially the same conditions as those granted young 
men who want to be Assistant Paymasters in the Navy. 
and failure is not necessarily followed by complete 
rejection. For this reason many of the candidates who 
know their own weaknesses have hopes that they may 
mull through and get appointments. Another examina- 
ion, it is understood, will be held the latter part of 
October, and after that no more until January. when, 
under the law. fifteen Ist Lieutenants must be ap- 
vointed, a number of 2d Lieutenants and five Captaine.

RECEIVING ADMIRAL DEWEY. 
Governor Roosevelt, of New York, has issued a proc-

lamation setting apart Friday, Sept. 29, and Saturday, 
Sept. “30, as public holidays, in honor of the return of 
Admiral George Dewey, U, 8. N. 
N. L. Sheldon, president of the Boston Alumni Asso- 
ciation of Norwich University, of which Admiral Dewey 
_ is a graduate, writes that the Admiral had promised to 
attend a banquet of the association tendered to him, and 
. that the association would like to join in the welcome 
which the city would give to the Admiral. 
Governor Roosevelt will ride at the head of the New 
York troops, and all the Governors will ride in the land 


parade at the head of their commands, The troops will 
assemble at 12 o'clock noon at their points of rest near 
Grant's tomb. > 

A brief outline of the naval programme of Friday, 
Sept. 29, arranged by General Howard Carroll, is that 
the official visit to the Olympia will be made about half- 
past eleven o'clock on Friday morning. The parade will 
start about one o'clock in the afternoon. 

Behind the Olympia, in column, will be the New_York, 
the Indiana, the Massachusetts, the Brooklyn, the Texas, 
five revenue cutters, three Army tra rts, six torpedo 
boats, the yachts, marshaled by erpont Morgan's 
yacht, the Corsair, followed by Sir Thomas Lipton’s 
Erin, and the merchant marine will bring up the rear. 

Members of the Arion and Liederkranz societies will 
greet the Admiral with a hymn of welcome, e war- 
ships will anchor in column. As the vessels pass around 
the Olympia they are to steam back to the lower bay to 
take part in the display of fireworks.

Dewey in Washington on Oct. 2 and 3 are ically 
completed. Gen. Nelson A. Miles, the ma 1 of the 
yvarade at Washington on Oct. 3. has announced the se- 
ection of Adjt. Gen. Corbin as his chief of staff, and 
Maj. John A. Johnson, Asst. Adjt. Gen., Chief A. D. C. 
The parade will consist of about 20,000 men, represent- 
ing military and naval, civic, patriotic, labor and secret 
organizations. The private escort which will accompany 
Adml. Dewey to the Capitol at noon on Oct. 3, where 
he will receive from Secretary Long the sword voted to 
him by Congress, will consist of the visiting Governors of 
the States and their staffs, representatives of the Army, 
the Navy and the executive branches of the Government 
and prominent citizens of tie capital. 

President McKinley will give a dinner to the Admiral 
at the White House at 8 o'clock on the evening of Tues- 
day, Oct. 3, in the state dining room. Prominent officers 
of the Army and Navy and high officials of the Govern- 
ment will be present as guests. 

Arrangements have been made by the Navy Depart- 
ment for participation in the Dewey ceremonies of the 
Captains of the ships which destroyed the Spanish fleet 
at Manila. The survivors are: Capt. Lamberton, Chief 
of Staff, and commanding the Olympia; Capt. J 
Coghlan, who commanded the Raleigh; Comdr. Asa 
Walker, of the Concord: Capt. N. M. Dyer. of the Bal- 
timore; Comdr. E. P. Wood, of the Petrel, and Capt. 
Frank Wildes, of the Boston. Admiral Schley will at- 
tend the ceremonies in New York, though without orders 
from the Department. : 

Acting upon the recommendation of Gen. Miles, the 
Committee of Arrangements having in char the na- 
tional demonstration to Adml. Dewey in Washington 
will probably make a change in the programme so as to 
have a civic parade on the night of Oct. 2, when the 
Admiral arrives, and a military parade the following day 
when Secretary Long presents the sword purchased by 
Congress to the hero of Manila. Military parades at 
night by troops are not in order, and there would be dan- 
ger from the movements of cavalry or raw horses in the 
midst of fireworks and illuminations. If the change is 
made, it is proposed that after the left of the line of the 
civic procession passes around the Peace Monument at 
Capitol Hill, the thousands of veople along the line of 
march shall fall in behind and follow the procession in 
review of the Admiral and the President, though it is 

somewhat doubtful in what condition these officials will 
be after they have reviewed the entire population of the 
Capital and its surroundings—white, black and mixed. 
The people will be given much license and permitted to 
sing patriotic and other songs as they march up the 
broad avenue. They will not be confined to the street, 
but may use both of the great sidewalks as well as the 
broad roadway. During the afternoon of the following 
day the military will act’ as an escort to Adml. Dewey, 
and the parade will make a fine display. The Governors 
and their staffs in brilliant uniforms will, it is believed, 
form a part of the escort. The demonstration at New 
York will be over Sunday, and the national reception at 
Washington will occur Monday and Tuesday, Oct. 2 and 
3. A special train has been arranged to leave Washing- 
ton, with the escort committee of Government officials 
and a delegation of citizens at 7 o’clock Monday morning. 

The Washington escort for Admiral Dewey will consist 
of two brigades. The first will be composed of four troo 
of the 3d U. S. Cavalry, two or three batteries of artil- 
lery, a large number of marines detailed from League 
Island and naval vessels, a large number of sailors and 

300 citizens mounted, under command of Col. Myron M. 
Parker. . The second brigade, commanded by Brig. 
Gen. George H. Harries, will com of 1, 
men of the National Guard of the District of Columbia, 
and 200 men from the Naval Reserve. The escort will be 
headed by General Miles and his staff, which will include 
all of the officers now on duty at Washington. The first 
brigade will form in line on Pennsylvania avenue, near 
the White House, and as it passes the Bxecutive Mansion 
Admiral Dewey. President McKinley. the members of the 
Cabinet, the Governors of the States and their staffs, 
Senators and Congressmen, all in carriages will fall in 
behind. and immediately precede the second e. 
After the sword is presented, the Admiral and others wil) 
return to the White House in precisely the same order 
that they p from it. The great plaza facing the 
east front of the Capitol is able to accommodate nearly 
a half million of people, so that, although the crowd will 
be enormous during the presentation exercises, there will 
be no crowding. During all the time of the n 
demonstration Admiral wey will be givén a personal 
escort of a troop of cavalry. The troop

The 
breakfast at Claremont is to be Dey and the 
hungry city fathers and their friends will have an op- 
portunity to fill their stomachs at the expense of the 
city on Monday, Oct. 2. Their appetites will improve 
by keeping. By omitting the breakfast it is calculated 
that the head of the column will be enabled to start 
from General Grant’s Tomb at 11 in the morning—two 
hours earlier than originally proposed—and the_ rear 
rank should have passed the reviewing stand in Madi- 
son Square before 7 in the evening. This depends, 
however, upon the handling of the troops, provided there 
is no other cause for delay. The presentation of the 
Loving Cup might also be profitably postponed until 
Monday. t is not well to crowd too much ceremony 
into one day, and the entertainments to which the public 
are not a@tnitted can well be delayed. ; 

Gov. Roosevelt has ordered General Roe to give the 
G. A. R. the right of the line. The veterans took of- 
fence because they were not assigned to a more promi- 
nent position in the parade, and the Department Com- 
mander, Joseph W. Kay, has so informed General Roe. 
It is explained that the inability of the Veterans to keep 
up the marching pace, and the fact that they bear no 
arms led to their assignment to the rear of the parade. 
It is time that the Veterans came to the conclusion that 
their marching days are over. Every courtesy should be 
shown to them, but they do not belong in a marching 
ceremony. Carriages should be assigned to them if 
their presence is desired.

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THE PHILIPPINES. 

Continued rains have interfered with contemplated 
movement in the Philippines, and a typhoon is reported 
in the official despatches, with a rainfall of 6.3 inches 
in 24 hours. By November 1 General Otis will have 
10,000 more men, and will therefore be able to put a 
larger army into the field and begin a much more axg- 
gressive campaign than is possible at present. All of the 
troops under way are expected to arrive by Christmas. 

The monitor Monterey and the gunboat Concord sailed 
for Subig Bay September 18 to assist the cruiser Charles- 
ton in reducing the insurgent works there. The Zafiro 
took a landing party of 300 marines. It is presumed 
that the insurgents are in force at that point, and that 
Admiral Watson may desire to drive them into the in- 
terior in order to ascertain the desirability of the point 
as a site for a coaling station. The Charleston engaged 
the enemy’s works at Subig Bay September 14, firing 
sixty-nine shells at ranges of 5,000 and 3,000 yards, de- 
stroying the earthworks around a gun mounted at Olan- 
gapo. The Filipinos returned the fire with an accuracy 
which indicated that the gun was handled by a foreigner. 
Black powder was used and six or nine-inch Spanish 
shells. None took effect, though some came uncomfort- 
ably close. 

For several weeks the cable ship Hooker has thumped 
on the inhospitable rocks of Corregidor Island, one of 
the fortresses by which Admiral Dewey sailed on enter 
ing Manila Bay the night before his fight. The Hooker 
in some accountable way piled on the rocks, but no 
one seems to know how it happened. She has been given 
up as lost several times, but recent despatches from Gen- 
eral Otis state she can be saved, and that preparations 
have been completed to haul the vessel off and repair 
her at the Cavite station, in order that she may make 





the trip to Hong Kong for general overhauling. The 
vessel was originally the Spanish ship Panama captured 
in the blockade by Admiral Sampson’s vessels. The 


War Department bid her in when she was sold for $40,- 
000, and expended $75,000 in repairs, her estimated value 
being about $200,000 when she went ashore. The value 
of her cargo was placed at $100,000, but nearly all of 
this has been rescued. 

There are again reports of a disposition on the part of 
Aguinaldo to negotiate, but they have not thus far re- 
sulted in anything, despite a press despatch from Manila 
of September 19, saying two insurgent Majors entered 
the American lines Sept. 18 under a flag of truce. They 
visited General MacArthur, and offered to release six- 
teen American prisoners, including Lieut. Gilmore and 
his men, from the gunboat Yorktown, who were cap- 
tured some months ago. In return they merely asked 
permission to send these prisoners through the lines ac- 
companied by Filipinos who desire to confer with Gen- 
eral Otis. The request was granted, and the insurgent 
officers returned to their lines next morning, after prom- 
ising that the prisoners would be released in a few days. 

A letter has been received in Washington from an 
Army officer at Manila saying that a Spanish planter, 
who had been a prisoner of the Filipinos, and had re- 
turned to Manila, brought information that Lieut. Gil- 
more and his fourteen comrades are imprisoned at Bigan, 
and one peseta a day is allowed each, which is suf- 
ficient to supply them with rice and nothing more. The 
Spanish prisoners, of whom there are 2,000 at Bigan. 
receive only half a peseta a day. Nearly all the prison- 
ers, both Spanish and American, are sick; their treat- 
ment borders on cruelty, and Galza expressed the opin- 
ion that with the hardships and insufficient food the 
Americans cannot hold out much longer. This planter. 
whose name is Galza, said he saw the transport Centen- 
nial when she was looted by the insurgents after being 
caught on a reef off the northwestern part of Luzon. 
He also said that he witnessed the burning of the Sat- 
urnus. According to Galza the vessel entered the port 
flying the American flag and dropped anchor preparatory 
to unloading a part of her cargo. She was boarded by 
the rebels. and some of her stores were removed, and 
the Captain and crew were made prisoners. She was 
saturated with petroleum and fired by the insurgents. 

A Reuter despatch from Hong Kong says advices from 
Manila announce that Aguinaldo is willing to release 
all sick and civilian Spanish prisoners, but, it is added. 
Maj. General Otis refuses to allow Spanish vessels to 
proceed to Filipino ports to receive them. Thies action 
is approved by the War Department, which refuses to 
allow the Spaniards to communicate with the insurgents. 
Spanish ships, however, will be allowed to proceed to 
such ports under the escort of vessels of the United 
States. The transfer of the Spanish prisoners to the 
ships will be under the direction and control of United 
States officers. 

Mr. Denby and Prof. Worcester, of the Philippines 
Commission, sailed for home September 19. All the at- 
tachés of the Commission remain at Manila. Col. Den- 
by said the Commissioners expect to return as their 
work would not be finished until peaceful relations with 
the Filipinos are established and civil government takes 
the place of military. 

A pontoon train from Willet’s Point has been seut 
overland to San Francisco en route to Manila. It is in 


charge of four non-commissioned officers and twenty- 
four privates of_the r Corps. 

The Chinese Government has, through its Minister at 
Washington, Mr. William Ting Fang, filed a protest 
against the military order of General is excluding the 

inese from the Philippines on the ground that it vio- 
lates international law. 

The British steamer Yuen-Sa 
after leaving Manila by the U. 8. S. Pampango, which 
took her for a filibuster. The Pampango fired three 
shots, which the Yuen-Sang disregarded until the third 
shell exploded near her. She then stopped, and the 
Commander of the gunboat boarded the Yuen-Sang. 
found he had made a mistake, and apologized. An 
American gunboat, name unknown, followed the British 
steamer Diamte, bound from Manila to Hong Kong, in 
the same way, compelling her to heave to, so that her 
character could be determined. This indicates that our 
Navy officers are vigilant and efficient. 

The President has wisely determined not to interfere 
in any way in the execution of the sentence of the court- 
martial in the case of the men sentenced to execution for 
rape. He reached this conclusion upon the receipt this 
week of a message from General Otis confirming the 
newspaper reports of the crime committed by these two 
men and the sentence imposed. 

The Quartermaster General has received’ a number of 
inquiries as to what disposition is made of the bodies 
of soldiers who die at sea while en route to the Philip- 
pines or returning to this country. The impression that 
they are buried at sea is erroneous, as General Luding- 
ton issued an order several months ago directing that 
sealed caskets be placed on all the transports, includ- 
ing those chartered as well as owned by the Government. 
Six sealed caskets are placed on each transport with a 
competent person on board to prepare a body for preser- 
vation. <A soldier dying on the voyage will not be 
buried at sea, but if en route to the Philippines will 
be cartied there, and either buried there or brought back 
to the United States on a returning transport. It is the 
intention of the Department to remove the bodies of all 
the soldiers buried at Manila and bring them back to the 
United States as soon as the insurrection is suppressed. 

Col. Bird, of the Transportation Department of the 
Quartermaster General's office, has received from Maj. 
Long at San Francisco a telegram stating that, owing 
to the strike among the workmen engaged in refitting 
2a number of the transports the schedule prepared last 
week by which it was proposed to have about seven 
thousand troops leave for Manila during this week will 
not be carried out, as the transports will be delayed about 
three days. It will not be until nearly the middle of 
next week before that number of troops are able to 
leave for the Philippines. ‘the Department has decided 
to send the Sikh and the City of Rio to Seattle to take 
the 35th Inf. instead of sending that regiment from San 
I rancisco, 

Assistant Secretary of War Meiklejohn returned to 
Washington Thursday from a yisit of several weeks at 
his home in Nebraska. While in the West he attende:! 
the reception to the Ist Nebraska Regiment. and talked 
with a number of the returning soldiers. He said they 
were nearly all in favor of the policy of the Administra- 
tion in holding on to the Philippines. They had no 
criticism to make of General Btis. but thought they 
should have been allowed to push ahead against the 
Filipinos at certain times and force a decisive battle. 

At the Republican State Convention Rey. Mr. Mailley. 
Cig of the Ist Nebraska Regiment, who distin- 
guished himself in many battles with the troops in the 
Philippines, wade a short speech, which aroused great 
enthusiasm. He said: “I am no politician, simply a 
preacher. Frequently I am a dissenter in religion as 
well as polities. I have voted against the sentiment of 
whole communities. In fact, I never voted the Republi- 
can ticket. I am against the Administration if it is 
wrong, but in time of war, after our old flag has been 
fired upon by an enemy whom we are trying to save and 
civilize, then I am for the Administration, right or 
wrong. I followed the Ist Nebraska over the rice fields 
of Luzon, and shot the best I could. Now I have come 
home to vote and work the way I shot, for the Admin- 
istration.”

Archbishop Gibbons has informed the President that 
the Catholic authorities have no fault to find with the 
action of our military authorities toward the Catholic 
churches in the Philippines.

General Otis is said to be a Roman Catho- 
lic, his name appearing in a list of “American Converts 
from Protestantism.” published several years ago in a 
work by Rev. Alfred Young, of the Paulist Fathers, en- 
titled “Catholic and Protestant Countries Compared.” 
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ARMY NOTES. 

Cos. 1. K, L and M, of the 5th U. 8S. Inf.. on duty in 
Cuba, have been designated as the depot battalion, and 
will leave Cuba on the first available transport to New 
York, and from there to Fort Sheridan, Ill. 

The 26th Inf., Col, Rice, 1,350 strong, arrived at San 
Francisco, Cal., September 18 from New York to em 
bark for Manila. The regiment is expected to sail for 
the Philippines on September 26. 

Lieut. Holmes Conrad, recently appointed and assigned 
to the 29th Inf., has tendered his resignation to the 
Secretary of War. This action was in advance of a 
decision of a board of officers appointed by General 
Frank to examine into the efficiency of Lieut. Conrad. 
Charges of inefficiency were preferred against him by 
the Captain of his company and General Frank, as 
commander of the Department of the Gulf, ordered a 
board to investigate the complaint. The board con- 
vened at Fort McPherson, Ga., early last week, but 
hefore its decision was announced Lieut. Conrad for- 
warded his resignation to the Secretary of War. Lieut. 
Conrad is _a son of former Solicitor General Holmes 
Conrad. His friends say that the charges made by his 
Captain were the result of a personal grievance, a 
charge sufficiently answered by this resignation. 

The report of the board of officers appointed by Gen- 
eral Shafter to investigate the seaworthiness of the 
hospital ship Relief was transmitted to the war depart- 
ment this week by telegraph, and it was decided not to 
send the hospital corps, men and the nurses to the 
Philippines on the Relief.

‘The President has appointed John M. Field, of the 
District of Columbia, a Captain in the Volunteer service 
and he has been assigned to duty with the 47th Inf. at 
Camp Meade. Field was an officer in the District 
militia for some time, and during the war served as 
Kegimental Quartermaster of the Ist District Volunteer 
Regiment. 

1 33d Inf., Col. Hare, arrived at San Francisco 
Cal., Sept. 19, from San Antonio, Tex., to embark for 
Manila. 

A press despatch dated San Francisco, September 20, 
says: “There are three well-developed cases of smallpox 
and fourteen suspected cases in the quarantine hospita) 
at the Presidio. It is thought that at least three, if not 
five, of the suspects showed almost unmistakable symp. 
toms of the disease. The cases are in charge of the gen- 
eral hospital, and the officials are making the most 
strenuous efforts to prevent an epidemic. The developed 
cases and the suspects are all from the 3lst Regiment.” 

While Army medical men regard it as unfortunate that 
smallpox should have appeared in the 31st Volunteers at 
the Presidio, they have no fear of its seriously spreading 
and have every hope of the disease being readily stamped 
out. The experience acquired last summer in Army camps 
showed that it was practicable by the adoption of prompt 
and radical methods of isolation and disinfection to stop 
the progress of the disease. The delay in the movement 
of the reinforcements to the Philiprines is regarded at 
the War Department as the most vexatious feature of 
the outbreak, for it will not be possible to ship this regi- 
ment while the germs of the disease remain among the 
troops. 

Orders have been issued detaching Maj. William L. 
Alexander from duty in the office of the Commissary 
General and ss him to relieve Capt. George Davis 
at Chicago. Capt. Davis has been ordered to Manila, 
where he joins Maj. O. M. Smith, who relieves Col. 
Brainard, Chief Commissary at Manila. Col. Brainard 
is ill in Japan from the effect of his long and arduous 
service ut Manila, and is expected to return soon to the 
United States. 

Maj. James Allen, of the Signal Service, has arranged 
with Marconi, the wireless telegraphy discoverer, to take 
up that subject some time in October, with a view to the 
purchase by the Army of certain rights to use the in- 
struments in this country, should practical teste demon- 
strate their value. It is proposed to have several experi- 
— wnder the direction of the Signal Corps of the 
Army.

The Secretary of War has just referred to the Judge 
Advocate General's Department an interesting question 
for decision, In the act of Congress of March 13, 1899, 
provision was made for the payment of the company 
commissioned officers in each regiment of the special or 
immune regiments, their salaries from the time each or- 
xanized company reported at rendezvous as a company 
for service until the officers were commissioned as well 
aus for their pay after they were commissioned. Under 
this act a great many officers drew pay while their rezi- 
ments were being formed. Many officers were promised 
commissions should they raise a company, and under the 
act of Congress they were entitled to pay from the time 
they reported at the rendezvous with their regiments, 
notwithstanding the fact they had not yet received com- 
missions. Recently the question of grading the officers 
according to their seniority of appointment came up he- 
fore the War Depariment. and the officials were unable 
to agree as to whether or not the service should count 
from the date of the commission or from the date upon 
which payment began. The matter has not yet been de- 
cided, but has been referred to Maj. Morrison for action. 

General Buffington has won thus far in his fight te 
prevent the introduction into the service of the Howell 
disappearing gun carriage as ‘a rival to the Buffington- 
Crozier carriage, of which he is one of the designers.

self-inflicted six weeks ago. Some years since Ensicn 
Coleman was involved in the difficulty growing out of 
*lleged defects in armor plates made at the Carnezie 
Works. The defence cost his father. Mr. W. H. Cole- 
man, of Syracuse, N. Y.. considerable sums of money. 
and involved Ensign Coleman in a mesh of debts from 
which he was never able to free himself. When the 
Iowa went to Puget Sound from-San Francisco, Ensizt 
Coleman accompanied her. While the ship was at Seat- 
tle he was brought into conflict with his superior officer 
throngh breach of discipline, and a report on his con- 
duct was made to the Navy Department. The out- 
growth of the report was a court-martial, which was 
convened on board of the Badger. The Court was con- 
sidering the charges against him when he made the at- 
tempt on his life. His guard left him a moment in his 
quarters, and, taking advantage of the opportunity, he 
took a revolver from beneath a pillow and fired at his 
own head. His aim was so unsteady that only a slight 
wound was inflicted.

He has 
a college education and senatorial ancestors, his grand- 
father, Judge William Lawrence, ex-Controller of the 
United States Treasury. Pvt. Hoon left his regiment in 
the trenches and joined the 22d Regt., F Co., because they 
were to the front. He left without gun or belt, and stood 
in the lines until a man fell. He took his outfit and 
fought with them to Malolos. He turned in the outfit 
to Sergt. Tropper, Co. F, of 22d, and returned to his 
company. He has been to the front in all the skirmishes 
of K Co., and has seen three times more service in the 
Vhilippines than any man in the regiment. Hoping you 
will allow him an examination,we thus submit the petition, 
yours, Sergt. J. Moore, Corp. Mark Baldwin. Corp. Ban- 
non, Corp. Chandler, Pvt. H. Gosh, C. Beall. We could 
secure the signature of the entire company, but consider 
this sufficient and thus avoid publicity. Yours truly, 
Sergt.

RECENT DEATHS. 


Gustav Lindholm, one of the crew of the U. 8. 8. 
Olympia, who died in a hospital at ‘Trieste from con- 
sumption, was buried on Sept. 16 with military honors. 
H. M. Hossfeld, the United States Consul, and a num- 
ber of Austrian navy and army officers followed to the 
grave the body, which was wrapped in an American flag. 

The Massachusetts Commandery ot the Loyal Legion, 
in an Obituary notice of the late General George Leonard 
Andrews, U. 8. recounts his distinguished services 
and says: “Important as his services were in war, and 
lasting as his influence was on those then under him, his 
devotion to the best traditions of his early training made 
him a powerful factor in the education of the younger 
regular ofticers during his more than twenty years of 
faithful service at West Point. In these later days of 
uncertainty, of wars present and wars to come, the 
danger to the Republic lies not in the trained soldier, 
but in the class that sadly lacks the characteristics of 
the true soldier. Who that is the father of a son stand- 
ing on the threshold of manhood, would not thank God 
for the assurance that he was anchored fast in those 
sentiments of honor and steadfast devotion to duty that 
filled the life of George Leonard Andrews? The lesson 
of his simple, soldierly nature shall live long after we 
who know him best have joined him.”

The Army will learn with great sorrow of the death, 
12:37 a. m., Sept. 18, at Manila, P. 1., of Lieut.

Vol. (1st 
Lieutenant, 2d U. 8. Art.). He died of meningitis at- 
tendant on typhoid fever. At _the time of his death he 
was on duty on the staff of Maj. Gen. Otis, who rec- 
ognizing his ability and energy appointed him Collector 
of Custgms. He had a hereulean task to straighten 
out matters. and this undoubtedly hastened his death. 
The deceased ofticer entered the U. 8. Military Academy 
from Illinois in 1883, was graduated in 1887, promoted 
to the .artillery and became Ist Lieutenant in 1894 
Some time before the Spanish-American war be was on 
duty on the Pacific Coast, and was appointed A. D. C 
on the staff of General Shafter, and accompanied him 
on the Santiago expedition as Major and A. A. G. of 
Volunteers. There he showed his high qualities as a 
fearless and able soldier, and was of invaluable as- 
sistance to the General in Command. General Shafter 
named Lieut, Miley as one of the Commissioners to ne- 
gotinte terms for the capitulation of Santiago, the others 
being General Wheeler and General Lawton. Later 
Miley was sent into the interior with two troops of 
cavalry to receive the submission of the Spanish garri- 
xons, 2 delicate commission which he executed with his 
usnal tact. Hie wrote a book about the Cuban cam- 
paign. In September, 1898, he was appointed Lieuten- 
ant Colonel and Inspector General of Volunteers, When 
General Shafter returned to the United States Col. 
Miley came with him, and served for a time at Gover- 
nors Island. When the General was in temporary 
command of the Department of the East, where the new 
Volunteer Army was formed some months ago, Col. 
Miley went to Manila and was at. once assigned to 
important duties by General Otis. Undoubtedly these, 
his service in Cuba and his arduous duties in Manila, 
had weakened his physique. He leaves a widow and 
four young children, the widow being the daughter of 
Col. Mordecai, of the Ordnance Department, in command 
of Benicia Arsenal, Cal., where the family now is.

The Ordnance Department has been unable as yet to 
secure any positive results from the many inventions 
submitted for the detection of the flash or vapor of 
smokeless powder. The first invention was that of Prof. 
Fessenden, who claimed to have discovered the proper 
coloring for glass, the use of which he believed would en- 
able the observer to detect the flash of smokeless pow- 
der from small arms. The Secretary of War authorized 
the purchase of one hundred of Prof. Fessenden’s glasses 
for experiment, and several were sent to Springfield arm- 
ory, where practical tests took place. Another i - 
tion used the same coloring sunthon as Prof. Fessende aes 
discovered, but adapted it to a pliable material instead 
of glass. The latter invention was tested at Fort Myer, 
Va., with negative results. The officers composing the 
board were unable to detect either flash or vapor with 
the aid of the violet shield. Meanwhile other officers con- 
ducted the experiments at Springfield with the 
The Ordnance Department has hams received from Spring- 
field the report of the board, which states that they were 
unable to detect the flash with the aid of the glasses. It

The first recruits arrived at the regimental rendez- 
vous on July 11, and by August 9 the regiment had been 
recruited up to its authorized enlisted strength. The 
Colonel arrived on July 14. The number of men re- 
cruited in each State (exclusive of 9% who have been 
discharged as unsuited to the service, etc.), is as fol- 
lows: Lilinois, 706; Michigan, 484; Wisconsin 41; In- 
diana, 52; other places, 18. Total, 1,296. 

Every commissioned oflicer of the regiment has had 
previous military service in the Regular or Volunteer 
Armies. As commissioned officers, one has had previous 
service in the Regular and Volunteer Armies, one in the 
Regular Army only, thirty have had previous service in 
Volunteer Army and National Guard, six in Volunteer 
Army only, and one has been a cadet at West Point, 
and has served in the National Guard. As enlisted men, 
one has had previous service in the Regular and Volun- 
teer Armies and National Guard, four have served in 
Volunteer Army and National guard and two in Volun- 
teer Army only. 

The officers seem to be zealous and intelligent in the 
performance of their duties. The regimental com- 
mander stated to the Inspector that a few of them do 
not appear to be up to the standard in this regard, but 
these have not been long enough under observation to 
justify special mention of their names in this connection. 
None of the ofticers is addicted to intemperance or 
gambling, and none is incapacitated for aetive service. 

Of the enlisted men, , or about 51 per cent., have 
had previous military service, as follows: In the Regular 
Army, 83; in the Volunteer Army, 530, and in the Na- 
tional Guard, 43. Those who have had previous servy- 
ice have been so assigned to the different companies 
that each company has an equal proportion of experi- 
enced non-commissioned officers and privates. 

The regiment moved into camp as follows: Ist Bat- 
talion, August 5; 2d Battalion, August 9, and 3d Bat- 
— August 14. Rifles were issued from August 6 
to 9. 

Seven hours per day are devoted to instruction, which 
embraces squad, company and battalion drills, extended 
order, outpost duty, guard duty, target practice, schools 
for officers and schools for non-commissioned officers. 
Some practice has been had in all the drills named, and 
each battalion has had one tour of Cossack posts. At 
time of inspection all the men who had not had miktary 
service before joining the regiment were able to drill 
under arms with their companies, except 13, who were 
learning the manual of arms. ‘The regiment has ex- 
pended 30,000 rounds of ammunition at target practice, 
the longest range used being yards. The prone and 
kneeling ye have been exclusively used, no prac- 
tice standing having been permitted. ‘l'ripods and bage 
for sighting drill are in all the company streets. There 
is also “gallery practice” in the open air near camp. 

The non-commissioned officers of the guard and senti- 
nels questioned were fairly well instructed. Printed 
rules for sentinels, which they are uired to memorize, 
are posted in each company Sapests -Pawadien, inspections 
and roll calls are held regularly and in proper form. 

Number of convictions by summary courts, 58; by 
garrison court, none; by general court, none. Percent- 
age not in arrest or confinement, 96. Number of deser- 
tions, 4. Ten enlisted men were reported absent frony 
inspection without leave, The discipline is apparently 
good for so new a command. There is very little 
drunkenness, and only one man was in the guard house 
when it was visited by the Inspector. ‘The command was 
paid on August 9, to include July 31. 

The camp is laid out with mathematical precision, the 
eompany streets being forty feet wide, with an alley of 
ten feet between the backs of the tents of contiguous 
companies, and forty feet between battalions. A com- 
mon wall tent with floor is provided for every three en- 
listed men, and each man is furnished with a tick filled 
with straw. The tentage is all new, with the exception 
of the hospital tents, which are old and damaged. Steps 
have been taken to procure new ones. No shelter tents 
have been received by the regiment, but they are daily 
expected. 

‘he camp is extremely neat, no litter of any kind 
being observable. Each kitchen is provided with a sink 
(for liquid refuse), which connects with the sewerage 
of the post, so that there is an entire absence of the 
sloppy egg so difficult to prevent about kitchens 
of the ordinary camp. Garbage cans are also provided, 
which are emptied twice daily. The latrines, one for 
each battalion, are ample in size, and neatly kept. 
Being of very recent construction, and connected with 
the post sewerage, there is scarcely any perceptible odor. 

Undress uniform, but without overcoats or forage caps, 
is the oniy clothing which has been issued. Only russet 
shoes are worn, no black shoes having been issued. 
Campaign hats and blue flannel shirts (without blouses) 
and canvas leggings are worn on all duties and forma- 
tions. Gloves have not been issued, but are on hand. 
Non-commissioned officers wear on the shirt sleeves a 
chevron of white tape of the usual size and shape, but 
with arms only two inches long. It is claim to be 
more readily washed along with the shirt and kept clean 
than the regulation chevron. e Regimental Quarter- 
master is provided with a supply of khaki, or field uni- 
form, for the regiment, and with the white summer cloth- 
ing. It is intended to keep this in bulk until the regi- 
ment goes to the Philippines. 

The companies are armed with the U. S. magazine 
rifle, caliber .80, model of 1898. The arms and equipments 
retain their new and fresh appearance. Canteens, blanket 
bags, ete., have not yet been marked as prescribed, but 
steps have been taken to procure the necessary stencil 
plates. At inspection in heavy marching order many of the 
blanket bags were not properly packed, the bags having 
only been issued for the frst time. 

The arms, clothing and equipments being new, the of- 
ficers having very recently been aésigned to their re- 
spective companies, and all whe: | together under the 
aes control of the Colonel, there has been no time for 
the development of appreciable difference in the condition 
of the equipments, ete.. or of drill and discipline. No 
attempt has, therefore, been made at comparative mark- 





ings. 

For review, the regiment was formed in line of masses, 
Several of the field officers and Captains made mistakes 
and gave wrong commands. The lines of the companies 
were excellent while passing in review. Cgmpany com- 
manders and guides have, evidently, had little experience 
in stimulating the proper distances, and the distances were 
poorly preserved. he band is composed chiefly of 
musicians who have served in military bands, and kept 
good time and marched in good order. 

Battalion and company drill, in close and extended or- 
der, was witnessed by the Inspector. Some incorrect 
commands were given, but the movements were fairly 
well executed, 

Five hours daily are devoted to drill, and a large pro- 
portion of this time has, evidently, been given to ex- 
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temded order, in which a fair degree of has

This course will enable the medical officers to 
take proper care of the men during the period of fever 
incident to infection, and seems to advisable. 

The Inspector witnessed a drill of the Hospital Corps 
(five men) in litter bearing and first aid to the wounded, 
in which thorough proficiency was displayed. 

No regimental quartermaster has yet been a nted, 
the regimental! oe (Lieut. Corbett) also 
Acting Quartermaster. deut. Corbett served during 
the Spanish war as imental Quartermaster of the Ist 
Georgia Volunteers. he Regimental Quartermaster 
pcngennt, Hallet T. Ferguson, has served an enlistment 
in the Regular Army, but has had no previous experience 
in the Q. M. Department. 

With the exception of hospital tents and shelter tents, 
the Quartermaster’s supplies are good and sufficient for 
immediate use. and foreign service. The Regimental 
Commissary Sergeant, William E. Twight, served five 
years in the French Army. He also served during the 
rs war as Quartermaster Sergeant of the 102 N. 

. Volunteers. 

The subsistence supplies are good and sufficient. No 
complaint was received in regard to the food or food,

. ‘he supply of ordnance and ordnance stores is suf- 
cient. 

The regimental books and records are well kept. 

A stay of several days in camp leaves the impression 
that the personnel of the regiment—officers and enlisted 
men—is morally and physically high, as compared with 
that of the ordinary Volunteer regiment. This may be 
in part attributed to the fact that all the officers and 
more than half of the enlisted men have had previous 
service, during which a considerable amount of undesir- 
able material was “weeded out.” 

The only deficiencies noticed during the inspection being 
such as are inseparable from the organization and equip- 
ment of a new regiment, such as lack of precision in 
drill, and deficiencies in supplies for which requisitions 
have been made, the Commanding Officer, who is fully 
conversant with the exact conditions of his regiment, 
has not been furnished with a list of deficiencies.

Not the least 
hnpertant of these is the opportunity afforded of beautify. 
ing the eltles and villages and improving their sanitary con- 
ditions Attention is invited to the circular of June 8, 1893, 
issved by the Spanish Governor General, the provisions of 
which. so pa as applicable to present conditions and except 
herein modified, are reiterated: Each and every town in 
Porto Rico should be divided into three zones: 

1. That in which the buildings should be of brick or stone. 

2. That in which the buildings may be either brick, stone 
or wood and must be roofed with metal or tiles and substan- 
tially constrheted. Material equally durable with wood may 
also be used. 

3’. That In which the buildings may be of lighter material 
with thatch or bark roofs and siding. 

Particular attention is called to the third zone, which is 
usually a collection of hovels, uninviting in ag and 
because of the unsanitary condition, threatening to the pub- 
lle health. This zone, as well as others, should be laid out 
in well defined streets and alleys. In the third zone each 
street should be at least ten meters wide and each alley five 
meters wide. Each lot in this zone should have an area 
of 336 square meters (8x42 meters), which would afford space 
for a garden In addition to the house, and the latter should 
stand three meters back from the edge of the street. One 
lot should not be occupied by more than one family, or have 
upon it more than one residence. There should be a properly 
constructed latrine for each house placed at a convenient 
distance from it, and wells should be located in suitable 
positions to be Indicated by the Board of Health.

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As a result of each entrance examination of candidates 
for admission to the Naval Academy the fact becomes 
more patent that a change in the existing system of 
designating boys just prior to the time they are required 
to report at Annapolis, must be made if anything like 
the full quota of cadets allowed is to be maintainedy 
There is invariably a large percentage of rejections, and 
even after the September examinations vacancies are 
left which deprive many Congressional districts of a rep- 
resentation at the irstitution. The fault seems to lie 
with the law which provides that members of Congress 
shall not be notified of vacancies in their districts until 
after March 5 each year, and it is expected then that 
candidates shall be designated in time to allow of their 
being examined May 15 following. Several weeks are 
often necessary for the selection of boys, especially if 
selection is subject to competitive examination, with the 
resultant effect that frequently boys are appointed with- 
in two weeks before the examinations for admissions 
are held. The thoroughness of the examinations trips 
many a bright boy who would have been admitted with 
a few weeks time for preparation. It has been urged for 
years that the same system should be applied as pre- 
vails at West Point, although there are still a large 
number of rejections annually there even with the ample 
time candidates have for preparing. Yet it is believed 
that more boys would be admitted to Annapolis if ap- 
pointments were made a year in advance. As a result 
of these examinations a large number of vacancies are 
left unfilled, and go over until the following year. This 
reduces the number of annual graduates, and the num- 
ber may be less than is required to fill the vacancies 
in the grade of Ensign. The attention of Congress will 
be again called to this subject, but experience indicates 
that this will be of little avail. 


Our English contemporary “Arms and Explosives” 
describes a class of explosives with which we are meas- 
urably familiar on this side of the Atlantic. It calls them 
journalistites, and says of them: “There is a family 
likeness about all new explosives of the class ‘journal 
istite.” They are as efficient in a toy pistol for shooting 
darts at a target hung behind the door, as they are for 
expelling shells from the biggest guns; and, of course, 
they are suitable for the bursting charge of such shelis 
capable of sinking the biggest ship, even when 
exploded within a fifty-yard radius. All the governments 
of the world are experimenting with them, and are 
tumbling ever one another to buy the secret for a fabul- 
ous sum. They are invariably made from some simple 
ingredients which may be had for the asking from any 
dust. contractor, and the operations of manufacture are 
so simple that they may be carried out in the presence 
of visitors with a sausage machine and a pestle and mor- 
tar.” They are exploited by the enterprising reporters 
of the daily papers, who have a knack of discovering 
new explosives which possess marvelous properties, far 
exceeding the best that any existing firm dare claim for 
its products in advertisements and cireulars, Certain 
classes of patent medicines, perhaps, rival the new ex- 
plosives described in the daily press in the variety of 
their applications and attainments,

We have received a very elaborate roster of the Di- 
vision of Cuba. commanded by Maj. Gen. John R. 
Brooke, which is one of the most complete publications of 
its kind yet issued. ‘The roster, which is dated Havana, 
Aug. 1, contains a map of Cuba showing the military 
telegraph lines; it gives the geography of the island, prin- 
cipal cities and their population, commerce, industries 
and resources, railroads with lists of stations and dis- 
tances, telegraph stations, means of travel between ports 
and the nearest railroad stations. and a complete list of 
officers and troops with stations. The population is 
given as 1,610,400, divided as follows: White Cubans, 
950,400; white Spanish, 160,000; negroes and Chinese, 
0,000. The aggregate length of railroads is 1,135 miles. 
The Division of Cuba is divided into four departments, as 
follows: Department of Matanzas and Santa Clara, Brig. 
Gen. James H. Wilson, U. S. V.; headquarters Matanzas. 
Department of Province of Havana and Pinar del Rio, 
Brig. Gen. Fitzhugh Lee; headquarters Quemados, Cuba. 
Department of Havana, Brig. Gen. William Ludlow, U. 
S. V.; headquarters Havana. Department of Santiago 
and Puerto Principe, Brig. Gen. Leonard Wood, U. 8. V.: 
headquarters Cristo. 











The American members of the Peace Conference at 
The Hague are naturally disposed to make the most of 
their labors, but “Arms and Explosives” is quite right in 
saying: “It needs no argument to show that the Peace 
Conference at The Hague does not possess the power 
among nations that the Amateur Athletic Association 
exercises over sportsmen.” England and the Transvaal 
are marching on to war as serenely as though no Peace 
Conference with its “moral influence” had ever met, and 
if they escape the first catastrophe it will not he because 
of anything done or said at The Hague. 





Admiral Sampson and Admiral Schley will meet on 
the grandstand in Washington from which the President 
and distinguished persons are to view the Dewey parade 
on October 1, and it will be the first time these officers 
have come together since Admiral Schley hauled down 
his flag on the Brooklyn at New York, soon after the 
return north of the fleet from Cuban waters. The oc- 
easion will be one also for bringing other officers to- 
gether whose relations are alleged to have been strained, 
notably some of those in the Army.

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TILE THREATENED WAR IN SOUTH AFRICA. 
Whatever may be the ultimate result upon the human- 
ities of the great modern movement that is extending the 
sway of the nominally Christian nations to the remotest 
corners of the earth, it is just now completely under 
ihe control of the lust for gold and the desire to pos- 
sexs the rich places of the earth, regardless of the 
wishes of those who claim them by right of occupation. 
No nation ean, therefore, without hypocrisy, rebuke Eng- 
lund beeause she proposes to make good her hold upon 
South Afriea 1egardless of those delicate considerations 
of justice which even her own prophets are urging upon 
her attention. Certainly, with the Philippines in view, it 
iccomes us to be somewhat restrained in our criticism. 
But for this, and our present good will toward Eng- 
land, the sympathies of America would naturally tend 
toward Oom Paul and his Boers of the Transvaal. 
rheir cause is not unlike that for which our fathers 
fought, and against the same enemy, and they resemble 
ihe New Englanders of the period of the Revolution 
wore nearly than any other people of to-day. They are 
Old Testament Christians, as were the Puritans and Pil- 
vrims, and are accustomed, like them, to regard them- 
selves as under the immediate guidance of the God of 
Battles, anxious to show favor to a righteous cause. The 
Boers are warriors of the same sturdy, primitive type 
is those the English Regulars encountered at Lexington 
und Concord; meeting the shock of arms, not with 
strategy, organization and military skill, but by the valor 
and training of individual men. They have been taught 
in the same school of pioneer hardship and danger, and 
meet their civilized enemies as they have withstood the 
wild game and the wilder men in their “trek” through the 
wilderness to find a new home for themselves. One thou- 
sand lions are said to have fallen before the guns of the 
Boers in their progress to their present homes from those 
the English compelled them to forsake, and of these 250 
fell before the unerring aim of the redoubtable Kruger 
himself, the fit leader of such men. 
ut the conditions of modern war do not favor the 
Lovers, as the hide-bound tactics of the days of Frederick 
did our fighting forefathers. ‘The present ideas of mo- 
bility and flexibility in military evolutions are better 
adapted to the encounter with a force composed of in- 
dividual fighters, without brigade or regimental organi- 
zation, and the range and destructive effect of modern 
arms are more discouraging -to guerilla movements. Ex- 
perience with euch soldiers as the Boers is not lacking 
in the English Army, and the British authorities are so 
thoroughly warned of what they are to encounter that 
there is little danger that they will suffer themselves 
, be made victims, as they have been so often before, 
that proud confidence that goeth before destruction. 
lhe Boers may precipitate an attack before the English 
ready for it, and thus gain some temporary advan- 
se, This is clearly their policy, if they are resolved 
pon war; yet it will only make their destruction in the 
end more complete. They can hardly hope for such for- 
vign assistance, as was our salvation during the Revolu- 
on, though England has enemies afoot, who may find 
cir opportunity in the South African war to strike 
- «a blow. Such influence as the neighboring states 
uty exert cin hardly be a determining if even an im- 
potant faetor in the contest, though the other Boer 
colonies of Natal and the Orange Hill State are united 
in sympathy and interest with the Transvaal. They 
originated in the same movement of 1835-6, which drove 
the Boers of the Transvaal across the Vaal and Orange 
rivers, to escape what they regarded as the oppression of 
the English in Cape Colony. They preferred to encounter 
the fieree Zulus of the wilderness to remaining British 
subjects. A cairn of stones erected in 1880 at Paarde- 
kraal is a monument to the oath then taken by the Boers 
'o resist oppression to the death. That oath was. re- 
deemed at Majuba Hill in December, 1880, a day of bit- 
‘er memories for England. 





war are hardly worth considering. They are not de- 
termining factors, for it is plain that whatever the 
agreements between the two peoples what the Boers in- 
sist upon is their independence, and this is the one thing 
the English are determined they shall not have. It ap- 
pears that there was in existence a convention with a 
preamble distinctly stating that England should -have 
suzerainty over the Transvaal. By a subsequent agree- 
ment new articles were substituted for these in this 
agreement, but nothing was said about the preamble. 
The Boers appear to have thought that the principle of 
suzerainty declared in the preamble to the original 
treaty was also surrendered, but England does not ad- 
mit this. It is admitted, however, that the English 
negotiators of the new convention purposely allowed the 
Boers to deceive themselves as to their independence, so 
as to avoid a contest at that time over claims they saw 
no immediate necessity for offensively asserting, and 
which they might never find occasion to assert. 

Now, everything is changed. The rich deposits of gold 
have sent thousands of Englishmen to the Transvaal, 
and the determination to resist the Boers’ claim to rule 
over them is bringing a pressure from South Africa upon 
the home Government too powerful to be resisted, The 
present difficulties originate in an address presented 
March 28, 1899, by 21,684 Ouitlanders asking for redress 
of grievances and a restoration of the political rights 
guaranteed them under the conventions of 1881 and 
1884. 

This time the principle of no taxation without repre- 
sentation favors England, against whom we fought to 
establish it. But here again there is no clear right on 
the side of England. The Boers complain that the fran- 
chise privileges demanded will result in turning their 
country over to the control of aliens. In an endeavor to 
meet British requirements they on the 12th of July 
last enacted a law granting the franchise, not as a right. 
but at the pleasure of Boer officials—in seven years, 
reckoned retrospectively. They now propose a five 
years’ retrospective franchise and increased representa- 
tion, provided Great Britain will pledge itself never again 
to intervene in Transvaal affairs, no longer to insist upon 
assertion of its euzerainty, and to concede arbitration, in 
which no foreign state, except the Orange Free State, 
is to be permitted to take part. 

That the franchise, with a probationship of five 
years, is not in itself a serious grievance is indicated by 
the fact that there are many Englishmen in the Trans- 
vaal, who have declined to avail themselves of the right 
they have acquired to apply for citizenship. Aside from 
the fact that a mining population is not a stable one, 
the English, above most other peoples, dislike to for- 
swear allegiance to their native country. Few Wnglish- 
men, comparatively, are naturalized in the United 
States, for example. We do not let them vote so long 
as they remain aliens, and local laws have restricted 
them in their right to hold property. We can therefore 
hardly criticise the Boers for doing as much. The Dutch- 
men seek what our forefathers sought—freedom for them- 
selves—and they are quite as liberal, or, we should rather 
say, equally illiberal, in their ideas of freedom for others, 
holding slaves, and being as cruel as our ancestors were 
in their treatment of the aborigines. They are equally 
bigoted, too, in the government of their commonwealth, 
regardless of the right, even now only partially recog- 
nized, in this country, to maintain one’s individuality 
in spite of the prejudices of the community about him. 

Whatever their deficiencies in these respects, the Revo- 
lutionary forefathers were in advance of the spirit of 
their time, whereas the Boers of to-day are an anachron- 
ism. ‘They have been correctly presented in caricature 
as a bull defying the locomotive, or the grizzly straddling 
the rails, and snarling at the advancing train, as he is 
represented upon the cover of the “Overland Monthly.” 
If they are determined to plant themselves across the 
path of modern progress the result would seem to be 
certain. Whether they negotiate or defy, the end must 
be the same, and hence the feeling that sympathy is 
wasted upon them, however much we may admire their 
sturdy courage. No considerations of humanity will 
stay the march of her most Christian Majesty’s battal- 
ions, but the task before them, if war comes, is no light 
one. Conquest of the Boers by force of arms means a 
serious tax even upon the resources of a great empire 
and a sad addition to the roll of England's heroic dead. 
The probabilities are, however, that there will be no 
war, though the argument may be pressed to the very 
point of collision.

ADMIRAL SCHLEY’S ORDERS. 


Rear Admiral Schley has accepted his orders to the 
South Atlantic Station without protest or comment, and 
is to hoist his flag some time in October, unless all signs 
fail. “I am too much of a sailor,” he said this week, 
“to protest against any orders that may be given me, 
and it has always been my practice to take what was of- 
fered me without complaint.” It is well known by Ad- 
miral Sehley’s friends that the new orders are exceed- 
ingly distasteful to him, and he would have preferred 
any other sea duty to service on the South American, 
Station. It is not so much that he desired some other 
station as it is that he believes his dignity has been of- 
fended by giving him duty that in the last few yeare 
has been performed by Captains. The Washington rep- 
resentative of the Journal was told by the Admiral this 
week that he had never contemplated entering any pro- 
test against the orders, and would follow them out to 
the letter. Admiral Schley, however, is unquestionably 
deeply offended that Admiral Remey and other officers 
who were slated for flag commands before himself should 
not lave been offered this place, and one of them ae- 





The abstract merits of the controversy which threatens signed the command, The Navy Department hold that 
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Admiral Schley was chosen because of a promise made 
him that he would be sent to sea, and that in giving 
him the South Atlantic Station the President made the 
selection personally, because of the importance which he 
thought the duty would assume, especially if war fol- 
lowed in the Transvaal Republic. The jurisdiction of 
the Admiral extends clear across the South Atlantic to 
Africa, and takes in Cape Town and the southern end 
of the continent, and if a squadron was deemed neces- 
sary there Admiral Schley’s ships would be sent. 

The people of Maryland take a different and somewhat 
narrow view of the Admiral’s orders, and insist that they 
mean “persecution.”” Undoubtedly the Admiral is the 
Naval hero of the State, and most popular with ite peo- 
ple, who seem quick to resent the slightest sign of the 
fullest honors not being bestowed on him, and the great- 
est distinction accorded. They spoke their displeasure 
at the Administration’s course this week when the Gov- 
ernor, one of her United States Senators, and the Mayor 
of Baltimore, with General Felix Agnus, came to Wash- 
inlgton and whispered to the President that the State 
protested against the assignment of Admiral Schley, 
and wanted the orders changed. This delegation came 
expecting to hear the President say he would yield, but 
they were told that the President believed he was 
specially honoring the Admiral by giving him a post with 
a future of great development perhaps before it. The 
next day Admiral Schley called and personally informed 
the President of his desire to accept his orders. The 
flagship of the station has not been selected, but there 
seems no other vessel available but the Chicago now on 
her way north with Admiral Howison, and due at 
tHiampton Roads next week. It is the present purpose 
to. order Admiral Schley to hoist his flag early in Oc- 
tober, and to have him sail the latter part of the month. 
The selection of his staff will be made shortly. 








The long agony in France seems to be ended, for the 
present at least, by the pardon of Dreyfus, and his re- 
lease as a matter of clemency and not of justice. Drey- 
fus has gone to Carpentras, a city in the department of 
Vaucleuse, to stay a week with relatives. From there 
he will go to Monaco, the Prince of Monaco having in- 
vited him to visit him in case he should be acquitted, 
The appeal to the Military Court of Revision was with- 
drawn before Presidential clemency was exercised, Drey- 
fus still has the right, however, to move for a second re- 
vision by the Court of Cassation. The “Aurora” pub- 
lishes this announcement: ““The Government of the Re- 
public has rendered me liberty. To me freedom without 
honor counts for nothing. From this day I shall con- 
tinue to strive for reparation for the frightful error of 
which I am still the victim. I desire that the whole 
of France shall learn by a definite declaration of justice 
that I am innocent. There shall never be peace until 
there is not a single Frenchman who can accuse me of 
a crime which another committed.—Alfred Dreyfus.” 
The Guerin farce has also been brought to a conclusion 
by a surrender of the Guerin fortress, in the Rue de 
Chabrol, at an early hour on September 20. Gterin 
obtained a promise that his sick friends would be set at 
liberty. When he left the house he was met by M. 
Millevoye and an infantry officer with a guard, and was 
at once placed under arrest. This inglorious surren- 
der, after much boasting and bluster, followed M. Mille- 
voye’s visit. The latter explained to Guerin that the 
authorities were determined to carry out the instructions 
of the High Court at all costs, whereas, if he surren- 
dered peaceably, his companions would be allowed to 
have their liberty. 

The friends of Pvt. Hoon, Co. K, 4th Inf., in their 
unxiety to make out a case of martyrdom for him, have 
pilloried him before the whole country as a liar and a 
forger. They circulated the report that he had been 
sentenced to dishonorable discharge and one year’s con- 
finement because he had petitioned General Otis to 
recommend him for a commission. They omitted to state 
the trifling circumstances that the petition he presented 
purporting to bear the signatures of four non-commis- 
sioned officers of his company was a forgery, signatures 
and all, The War Department thought it necessary to 
telegraph for the facts, and they are presented in a 
cablegram from General Otis, appearing under the head- 
ing of “Official Despatches.” Out of such material are 
manufactured the stories reflecting upon the military au- 
thorities at Manila, which the anti-imperialist papers 
seize upon and gloat over. It is not always possible to 
answer, with Manila on the other side of the globe, but 
so many of them have been exposed that they only bring 
discredit upon their authors and those who so joyfully 
circulate them. 








Important naval orders to be issued soon will assign

Our bill for naval ammunition during the Spanish war 
was not one-fifth as great as the amount expended an- 
nually by the British Navy in practice. Forty-five thou- 
sand dollars’ worth of ammunition was fired at Monto- 
jo’e fleet in Manila Bay, and $100,000 was expended in 
following up and destroying Cervera’s fleet. Hach round 
fired by Dewey cost about $8.50, and the average price 
of the rounds fired by Sampson was $14.25. These prices 
indicate the preponderance in the fights of small caliber 
guns.

The rate of depreciation of warships has long been a 
mooted question, but it has Bo for the — 
naval authorities to place themselves on record with : 
definite statement of what they regard as a reasonable 
figure. In the estimates for repairs and rebuilding the 
Japanese experts have given 3.9 per cent. on cost as 
the rate of annual depreciation for armored vessels and 
5.4 per cent. for unarmored craft. The figure for the 
various types of torpedo craft is given as 6.5 per cent. 
per annum. 

Naval Constr. Hobson has reported to the Navy De- 
partment that three new gunboats now under repair at 
Hong Kong will be ready for service at Manila by Oc- 
tober 1. These vessels are the Spanish warships raised 
in Manila Bay, and sent to Hong Kong for general re- 
habilitation preparatory to assisting in the blockade work 
of the islands. Thousands of dollars have been expended 
on each, and with new batteries and modern engines 
they are expected to be most serviceable ships. It is 
the intention of Admiral Watson to place them in com- 
mission with crews probably made up from the ships 
of his fleet until additional seamen can be forwarded 
from the United States. They will be commanded by 
young officers selected by the Admiral. 

The New York, Indiana, Massachusetts, Brooklyn and 
Texas, of the North Atlantic Station, arrived off Tomp- 
kinsville, N. Y., Sept. 16, and attracted great attention. 
The vessels stood out in striking contrast to the old line 
of battleship.

Trouble has been encountered in the establishment of 
the new coaling station at Pago-Pago, Samoa, where 
the Government is engaged in vx: coal sheds and 
the building of a pier, alongside of which the heaviest 
wanes ships may lie and take fuel.

This dock will be similar to that under way at 
poston, and is intended to accommodate the largest bat- 
‘eships designed for the Navy. New_bids are io be 
,sked for the building of the timber dock at the League 
Island Navy Yard, the proposals recently opened hay- 
ug been regarded as unsatisfactory by the naval officials. 
the time for opening them has been reduced to two 
weeks, and it is believed that satisfactory proposals will 


then be received. The award of a contract for this 
jock clears the Department of all dock designing for the 
present. 


Admiral Endicott, Chief of the Bureau of Yards and 
Docks, believes he is entitled to the appointment of an- 
other civil engineer under law, but a legal construction 
will probably be required on the subject. One law lim- 
its the number of officers to 21, a another says that 
» civil. engineer shall be appointed for duty under tha 
Bureau. Admiral Endicott thinks that a correct inter- 
pretation of the latter law will permit of an appoint 
ment. He will recommend in his annual report a decided 
increase in the corps, owing to the large amount of work 
uuder his bureau now requiring the supervision of such 
oficers and the probabilities of its being increased. 

As a result of the survey of the coast of Porto Rico, 
undertaken by the U. S. Coast Survey steamer Blake, 
which sailed from Baltimore on this service December 
o7, 1898, our Coast and Geodetic Survey now has a 
wmplete chart of the harbor of San Juan. It is found 
that ‘this port has 35 feet over the bar, instead of 24 
feet, a8 Was supposed. The western point of Ponce was 
the western limit of the detailed work of the survey, 
and it was carried thence to Point Viento, about ten 
miles from the southeastern corner of Porto Rico. A 
good depth for a harbor of refuge has been found at 
Port Aguirre, otherwise known as Port Jobos or Boca 
jel Inferno. This harbor is about 35 miles east of Ponce. 
It has an entrance which is both deep and wide, and 
vessels. of any size can anchor there in safety. There 
‘< au inner harbor of less depth and somewhat difficult 
of access. Point Viento is found toe be seven miles 
nearer to Ponee than was supposed, the distance being 
3 instead of 50 miles. Spain had undertaken a sur 
vey just previous to the war, but it was incomplete, and 
the Spaniards carried their records home with them. 
When the charts now in preparation are issued the 
navigation of the waters of Porto Rico will be less dif- 
ficult than it has been. 

Four vacancies in the grade of Assistant Surgeon of 
the Navy now exist, and an examining board at the 
New York Navy Yard waits candidates who may wish 
to apply for admission, The Surgeon General hopes to 
have all these vacancies filled in October, and expects 
, sufficient number of available men will apply. 

Fifteen thousand sailors and fifteen hundred appren- 
tices now comprise the full enlisted force of the Navy, 
when the law allows twenty-five hundred additional 
wen and one thousand more boys. ‘To secure the addi- 
tiounl men recruiting stations are instructed to begin ac- 
tive work and enroll suitable men as fast as they can be 
passed, The Navy requires every man it can secure 
io man the vessels now in commission, and those as 
well approaching completion. There is not, however, 
the same pressing need for apprentices owing to lack of 
quarters for them at the Newport and San Francisco 
iraining stations, where new barracks are in course of 
erection, 

\lthough the orders of several engineer officers for 
sen, in order to qualify by experience for the duties of 
the line, have been revoked, this revocation is but tem- 
porary, and as soon as their places can be filled by the 
oflice of detail, they will obey their original orders and 
ieport to the Commander-in-Chief of the North Atlantic 
Station for such instruction as may seem best fitted to 
ihe necessities of the service. 

The work of clearing away the debris of the fire which 
consumed the machine shop of the New York Navy 
Yard has made good progress, and it is almost certaidf 
that the process of actual rebuilding will be pretty well 
advanced by cold weather. An immense amount of old 
material has been removed, and the number of twisted 
shafts and beams which have been already shipped to 
the junk dealers surpasses belief. 

The new battleship Kearsarge. which arrived at the 
New York Navy Yard last Monday, bears all the marke 
of a fine ship. Unlike the ships constructed by other 
contractors, this vessel has been prepared, so far as her 
exterior appearance extends, in the same manner as 
though she was in commission. Her hull is painted a 
snowy white, her two turrets, with their big guns, are 
in place, and in her general outfit the Kearsarge appeats 
ore nearly completed than any of her predecessors. 

rhe U. &. S. Kearsarge was docked at the Navy Yard, 
New York, September 18, where considerable marine 
vrowth was removed from her underbody. She left the 
Yard September 21, and proceeded to Gloucester, Mass., 
for her official trip, which is to be made September 25. 

rhe torpedo boat Talbot, which has been at the Navy 
Yard, Norfolk, Va.. for several months, sailed Septem- 
ber 2O for New York, after being fitted with the Con- 
solidated Gas Fuel Company’s system of heating. The 
that have been conducted under the supervision 
Lieut. Leonard, U. 8. N., are said to have proven 
very satisfactory. The Talbot will be the first boat 
the American Navy to use oil instead of coal as fuel.

ADMIRAL SAMPSON’S SUCCESSOR. 


To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 

The successor to Rear Adml. Sampson as Commander- 
in-Chief of the North Atlantic fleet is to be Rear 
Adml. Norman H. Farquhar, one of our most brillia» 
Naval officers, who ranks among the most talented of 
our able men in the Naval service. He was born in 
Pennsylvania April 11, 1840, entered the Naval School 
at Annapolis, Maryland, in 1855, graduating in 1859 
among the most distinguished five of his class. While 
still a midshipman, serving in different vessels of our 
African squadron, he was detailed to bring to the 
United States a captured slaver, the Triton, with a 
prize crew of only ten men and no other officer, He 
was at both attacks upon Fort Fisher and there as 
elsewhere was distinguished for his coolness and braver 
under fire. He was commissioned a Captain Marc 
4+, 1886, and was ordered to command the flagship 
Trenton in the Pacific. The country will long re- 
member the wreck of the “Trenton” and other vessels 
at Apia, Samoa, during a dreadful hurricane, Capt. 
Farquhar saved the lives of four hundred and fifty offi- 
cers and men who composed the ship’s company. For 
his services on this occasion the umane Society of 
Massachusetts awarded Capt. Farquhar its gold medal, 
with a letter couched in very complimentary terms. 
He holds a gold medal from the Naval Institute for a 
valuable professional essay, entitled “Inducements for 
Obtaining Seamen in the Navy.” Capt. Farquhar was 
promoted to a Commodore July 21, 1897, and in 1898 
was in command of the Navy Yard at Norfolk and on 
March 3, 1899, was promoted to a Rear Admiral, and is 
now No. 7 from the head of the list of Rear Admirals, 
When the writer of this article entered the Naval Acad- 
emy he was placed in the “Guns Crew,” of which Rear 
Adml, Farquhar was then the Cadet Captain, and he 
well remembers the considerate kindness with which 
he, a youngster, was always treated. Rear Adml. 
raguhar is universally regarded as one of the most 
necomplished, progressive and trustworthy officers in 
the Navy. Like all men of capacity and courage, he is 
considerate to those under him, while exacting prompt 
obedience to the “regulations” and all official orders.

TREASURY DECISIONS. 

A decision rendered by the Controller of the Treas- 
ury disallows the claim of T. B. Criss, late a Pay- 
master’s clerk, for a small sum alleged to be due him. 
Another decision allows two months’ extra pay to 
George Koug, a machinist of the Navy, under the 
Spanish War Act. George J. Anderson, late a seaman, 
is allowed one month’s extra pay. 

Naval Constructor George H. Rock claims he was 
entitled to the difference of pay between the rank of 
Assistant Constructor from June 23 last, when he as- 
sumed the higher rank, and July 26, following, when his 
commissioned was signed by the President. The Con- 
troller disallows the claim on the ground that the pro- 
motion was not made to fill a vacancy. 

Lieut. Henry Leonard, of the Marine Corps, claims 
pay for the cost of subsistence while traveling from 
San Francisco to Cavite on a Government transport. 
The Controller holds that the claim cannot be allowed 
as the officer was traveling with troops. 











TEST OF KRUPP ARMOR. 

A highly successful test of Krupp armor plate was held 
this week at the naval proving grounds, Indian Head, 
when a 5-inch plate 8 feet square withstood the impact 
of 5-inch armor piercing projectiles, fired at velocities 
ranging from 2,068 to 2,099 feet per second. No cracks 
were developed and the greatest penetration was esti- 


mated to be not over 24% incues. The plate was the prod- 
uct of the Carnegie Company and was selected from a 
lot by the Russian insrector, the armor being manufac- 
tured for the ships building br the Cramps for that gov- 
ernment. These are the velocities and results of the five 
impacts: First round, Midvale armor piercing projectile, 
fired at a velocity of 2,068 feet per second. The estimated 
penetration was two inches, with, no cracks. The shell 
broke up badly the head remaining imbedded in the 
armor, Second round, same kind of projectile; velocity, 
2,057 feet per second; penetration and results same as 
first shot. Third round, same kind of projectile; velocity. 
2.060 feet; penetration and results same as first round. 
Fourth round, same kind projectile; velocity, 2,099 feet 
per second; results same as first round, though penetra- 
tion might have been 2% inches. Fifth round, Midvale 
projectile; velocity, 2.082 feet per second; results same 
as first round. The results of the trials have greatly 
pleased the American ordnance experts and strengthens 
Admiral O’Neil’s opinion in favor of the Krupp armor 
over all other. 


— 
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Should Admiral Howison reach New York before the 
Dewey celebration next week it will not interfere with 
the plans of Admiral Sampson. The Chicago is now 
steaming north from Barbadoes, having sailed on the 
morning of the 21st, and if she comes along at a ten knot 
clip will reach New York certainly by next Thursday 
evening or Friday morning. She may go slower, however. 
and not gét in until Saturuay. but it is understood at the 
Navy Department that Admiral Howison, who is a close 
friend of Admiral Dewey, will push right along so that 
he may be on hand to help make things lively with his 
flagship. It is not often that three American Admirals 
come together in one harbor. Such an event has not oc- 
curred since the naval review of 1893, when Admirals 
Gherardi, Benham and Walker were all flying the white, 
red, and blue, at Hampton Roads and New York.

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ADMIRAL MELVILLE’S OPINION. 


Admiral Melville made some interesting remarks be- 
fore a gathering of engineering experts at the Union 
League Club, Philadelphia, recently. The Admiral 
said, according to a report in the New York “Tribune:” 

“The ships Kearsarge and Kentucky are rated at 18 
knots, The expectation of the future from ships of 
the combined battleship and cruiser characteristics men- 
tioned is an increase of speed to 20 knots and more. 
Some of the modern British ships of this class are claim- 
ing 19 knots. I am confident in our new ships of doing 
even better than that. We have two big ships ordered 
by Congress, but the contracts are not yet let. We have 
fifty-two vessels, from torpedo boats up to battleshi 
all of the latest designs and unsurpassed in the wor 
for efficiency and speed. It is doubtful whether any 
more of the heavy class will be constructed, The de- 
signs of the future tend to higher speed and about 15,- 
000 tons displacement. The French have ships going 
as high as 22 or 23 knots an hour. y nave tighter 
batteries and lighter armor. That is the policy of 
Naval construction for the future. 

“We are also tending toward tubular boile per- 
mitting of higher pressure of steam, greater grade: of 
expansion, giving us greater economy of fuel, Yet this 
is not an unmitigated gain, because it requires a higher 
grade of intelligence in supervision and in making re- 
pairs. 

“The great problem of the future is to have men 
who can properly direct and manipulav these great 
fighting machines. The whole ship's company, officers 
tel men, must now be educated and trained mechani- 
cians—to use a terse French word—and electricians. 

“The official reports of the war with Spain show 
most satisfactory results. There was not a ‘skyrocket’ 
engine or ship—that is, one which starts with a spurt 
and Crops like a stick. All were durable and re'iable. 
It is remarkable, but nothing gave out, and even repairs 
were down to a minimum, not exceeding the proper 
care of the same class of ships in time of peace. <A 
few torpedo boats were struck and needed repairs, but 
their performances were splendid.

“The 17% knots repora. iio i.e preliminary trial 
at sea is 14 krots over contract speed. A thirty mile 
gale and a high sea were unfavorable to the highest re- 
sults. The engines will do better, possibly, under aver- 
age sea conditions, The results on Tuesday broke the 
previous speed record of our battleships. But that will 
not be the limit. It is only a step in advance. The 
new type of ship, merging the defensive qualities of the 
battleship and the speed of the cruiser, will beat that 
record approximately from 4 to 5% knots. The Ala- 
bama, however, advances the record. We will have 
the fleetest battleships afloat before we get through. 
That is our aim and expectation. We Americans never 
fail to reach the goal we drive at. Our own next 
departure from former models, a practice which is also 
coming in vogue among English designers, is to create 
a composite class, incorporating the best defensive and 
offensive features of the battleship and the protected 
cruiser, They may be brought nearer alike by increas- 
ing the tonnage of the cruiser and increasing the armor 
protection and reducing the armor protection on the 
battleship and having more and lighter guns. Thus 
we bring the two classes under one, and greatly sim- 
plify construction and administration.”

SAMPSON ON DEWEY. 


Rear Adml. William T, Sampson, t. 8. N., pays a 
hearty tribute to Adml. Dewey in the forthcoming Octo- 
ber number of the “Century.” 

“In asking me for some words upon Adml, Dewey,” he 
says, “the editor of “The Century’ has called for a con- 
genial task which has one great element of ease—-that of 
saying nothing but what is good. The old Roman adage 
need not be called up in this case hereafter: “The picture 
of his life is all lights and no shadow.’ The country has 
so frankly recognized the great qualities he has displayed 
and its debt of gratitude to him, that no argument of 
mine need be added to convince them. e names of 
three great Admirals will stand out conspicuously in 
modern history, each of whom rendered transcendent 
service to his country: Nelson, the real victor of Na- 
poleon and establisher of Kuropean peace; Fa t, the 
far-reaching effect of whose services in the Civil War 
has yet to be recognized ay the general public; and 
Dewey, whose attack was as bold as that of Farragut at 
Mobile Bay (and I can use no higher praise), as success- 
ful as Washington's Trenton victory, and whose diplo- 
macy and tact, after his destruction of the Spanish 
squadron, makes a shining page which will not the 
least in his glorious record.” 
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The report of Board of Officers on the capture of the 
steamer Toneng has been received at Washington, While 
claiming the protection of the American flag she landed 
arms for the insurgents and transported several hundred 
Filipino rebels from one point of the island to another 
just before the outbreak of the insurrection. At that 
time the American officials had no evidence that the 
Toneng was in the employ of the insurgents, and clear- 
ance papers were granted for several other trips among 
the islands. On one of the trips a revolutionary Captain 
was conveyed to Port Sariaya, and again in January 
the steamer towed from Bulan to Calbayog two lau 
of insurgents, after which it returned to Manila, and 
while in the River Pasig was seized by the American 
authorities and ordered confiscated. his action the 
Board of Officers a ves, and General Otis has or- 
dered the vessel sold and the proceeds deposited in the 
public treasury of the Philippines. The nominal owner 
of the Toneng was F. M. Plummer, an American resident 
of Manila, who permitted it to fly the American flag 
under a misapprehension. He protested vigorously 
against her seizure.

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INDIAN FIGHTERS IN THE PHILIPPINES. 

In an article published in the daily papers and copy- 
righted by the 8S. S. McClure Company, Brig. General 
Charles King, U. 8. Vol. says: 

“For a long time, several months, at least, the In- 
dian fighters of the old days had few representatives 
in Manila. Our tireless Corps Commander, Maj. Genl. 
Otis, it is true, had once outgeneraled Sitting Bull 
on the Yellowstone. Our list Division Commander, 
Maj. Genl. Anderson, had had long experience against 
the Indians of Western Texas, and along the Columbia. 
The little squadron of the 4th Cav. was commanded at 
first by Sanford Kellogg with a fighting record from old 
Sth Cav. days, when he led his troop in every cam- 
paign of his regiment—Apache, Sioux, Cheyenne, Nez 
*erce and Ute—losing three fingers to supplement the 
scars of Chickamauga. Then Rucker succeeded and 
tried against the Filipino the tactics he had learned in 
the 9th “Brunettes” as effective against the Lipans and 
Kiowas on the Staked Plains. ut the oldest cavalry 
Captain on duty last winter in Manila was still wear- 
ing the cadet gray when the 4th fought its hardest In- 
dian battle in November, 1876, and gallant Jack McKin- 
ney went down leading their wild charge. 

“The battalion of the 3d Art. and the light batteries 
of the 6th numbered among their officers in the Philip- 
pines one name, at least, as renowned for daring and 
devotion in Indian battle as it became for skill, courage 
and ability in action against the insurgents in front of 
Manila—Harry Hawthorne—he whose watch was shot 
into his body, driven by a Sioux bullet, at the battle of 
Wounded Knee. Only two regiments of Regular in- 
fantry were with us when the Filipino war broke out— 
the 14th and 28d—both famous as Indian fighters, and 
but few of the men who led their stalwart detachments 
in old Arizona and Wyoming days remain with them. 
Death or other promotion had long since removed them 
from the rolls. Yet Ovenshine, now Colonel of the 
23d and Brigadier General of Volunteers, was a Cap- 
tain in the fighting 5th Inf. in the days of its fiercest 
campaigns. Potter, Major, commanding the 14th, was 
a graduate in frontier service with the 17th Inf., and 
Murphey and McCammon had served a quarter century 
on the frontier with the 14th.” 
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LIEUTENANT LANSDALE’S WATCH. 

President McKinley on September 15 received the fol- 
lowing letter at the hands of Mr. John George Leigh, a 
correspondent of the London “Times,” on his way home 
from Samoa. Mr. Leigh delivered the wateh referred 
to Mrs. Lansdale at San Francisco, she having identified 
it as her husband’s property: 

“To His Excellency, William McKinley, President of the 

United States of America. 

“Your Highness: I have to-day been informed that a 
watch has been found by one of my people which if 
believed to have belonged to Lieut. Lansdale or Ensign 
J. R. Monaghan, who were unhappily killed in battle at 
Vailele on April 1. I have learned that Mr. Leigh is 
about to leave for America, and I have asked him to be 
xo good to convey the watch to Your Highness, in the 
hope that you will cause it to be forwarded to the bes 
reaved mother or nearest true family relative of the 
brave and much-lamented officers. Mr. Leigh will tell 
you that I have sincerely deplored the sad, untimely 
death of the brave officers and men who came from 
America and perished in the late unhappy, useless war. 
My sorrow is the more because of the great friendship 
which your great country has in the past extended to 
Samoa. I am especially anxious that this should be 
made known to the sadly stricken mothers and relatives. 
May it be the will of God that there will never again 
he strife between America and the Samoans, and that 
the three powers will recognize my submission to their 
will and desire for good government. I pray that God 
may give you long life. MATAAPA.” 
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SOME CHARACTERISTICS OF DEWEY. 
(From the New York Sun.) 

“I want to visit all the countries on earth,” said Dewey 
one day while defying a teacher in a Vermont school, 
“and get acquainted with all the rulers.” 

“Here's one ruler I'll make you acquainted with right 
now,” grimly remarked the teacher, exhibiting a heavy 
twenty-four inch stick, and he kept his word, but failed 
to subdue the boy. 

While Capt. Dewey was in command of the flagship 
Pensacola of the European squadron, in 1885, a num- 
ber of sailors went on shore at Malta and engaged in a 
street brawl. The next morning the Captain of the 
sort came out to the Pensacola to complain to Capt. 

lewey of the actions of his sailors. 

“What can I do?’ asked Dewey. 

“Why, your men raised a riot on shore, and you 
can assist me in arresting and punishing them,” was the 
reply. 

Capt. Dewey expressed regret for the occurrence, but 
said that he did not see how he could aid the Captain of 
the port, who, with a show of anger, retorted: 

“You certainly can parade your crew before me in 
order that the rioters may be identified.” 

Looking aloft, and pointing to the Stars and Stripes 
waving at the masthead, Dewey made reply: 

“The deck of this vessel is United States territory, 
eee & parade my men for no foreigner that ever drew 
reath.” 

“George Dewey dislikes society in its ordinary sense 
very much. have known him ever since he was a 
boy. Then he was shy, not fond of the girls and easily 
embarrassed. He is not any more fond of the women 
to-~lay as a man than he was of the girls as a young 
boy, nor does he care for the round of social gayeties 
any more than he did in the early days in Montpelier, 
when wild horses could not drag him to a dance, church 
festival, or any merry-making. Yet Dewey has gained 
the reputation of being a great social man, because one 
sees him at every high social function in Washington 
— foreign capitals. He goes because it is his idea 
of duty. 

“Although a thorough disciplinarian, Dewey loves his 
men, and his devotion to them was made apparent when 
disaster came to the old Mississippi in 1863. Dewey 
was then a Lieutenant. He was the last man to leave 
the vessel, and was hardly out of swimming reach of 
the ship when the magazine exploded. Dewey could 
have escaped easily, as he was a bold, powerful swim- 
mer, but he was too unselfish to think of himself as 
long as any of his comrades were in danger. Not far 
from him he spied a seaman who was trying his best 
to keep above water after his right arm had been 
paralyzed by a bullet. Dewey struck out for him and 
gave him a lift till they reached a floating spar. Then 
the wounded man was towed ashore in safety.

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LANGDON’S CARTRIDGE HOLDER. 

1st Lieut. Russell C. Langdon, 3d U. 8S. Inf., is the 
inventor and patentee of a new cartridge holding at. 
tachment for sword belts. This device will soon be for 
sale by H. V. Allien & Co., the well known military 
furnishers of New York City. The cartridge holder jx 
constructed to hold twelve revolver cartridges (Colt's 
Army Revolver, cal. 38) arranged in four groups of 
three each, The three cartridges of each group are 
arranged on a curve of the same radius as the circle of 
chambers in the revolver. This permits of loading 
three at a time. But as the “thimbles” are independen; 
of each other, there is nothing to interfere with loading 
one or two at a time. The device is light and is made 
of durable materials. It is readily attached to the 
belt by three steel clips and can be quickly removed, byt 
nevertheless, while fastened to the belt, it is firmly 
held in place. By its use the ordinary leather sword 
belt or saber belt is quickly converted into a field helt. 
It is made of black leather.

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COLUMBIA BARRACKS, QUEMADOS, CUBA, 

From this post Chaplain 8. H. Bell, U. 8. A., writes: 
“There are 2,200 troops here, representing the three 
branches of service—artillery, cavalry and infantry. Gen. 
eral Lee’s palace is a mile or so from the post. This is 
an ideal spot for a post, high, airy and dry, command. 
ing a view of the Gulf, the mountains, innumerable royal 
palaces and fine old houses; but my heart is kept sad 
because of the frequent funerals. The Government Cem- 
etery is near us, and all soldiers and civilians in Goy- 
ernment employ from Havana and all the country here- 
abouts are interred therein. This afternoon I have iny 
third funeral since reporting for duty here last Thurs- 
day. Saturday, the rgeant Major of the 8th Int.: 
yesterday, a poor fellow from Las Animas Hospital 
(yellow fever), member of 2d Art., and this afternoon, 
the chief clerk to our Post Quartermaster. Poor fellows! 
far away from home; how I pity their families. We are 
not fighting Filipinos here but enemies quite as deadly.” 
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THIS, TOO, IS HEROISM. 
(From the Galesburg Republican Register.) 

In his splendid address here Dr, Senn, the celebrated 
surgeon, drew a graphic picture of the courage of the 
physician on the battlefield and in the fever hospital. 
Especially did he laud the devotion of the doctor in the 
fever hospital, where death in the shape of disease germs 
is ever near him, and where he is always taking his life 
in his hands. These words are now recalled by the sor- 
rowful death of Maj. Paul Clendenin of yellow fever 
at Santiago. Dr. Clendenin was a former Galesburg 
boy, and in the Army has enjoyed a brilliant career as a 
surgeon. In April the Government placed him in charge 
of the United States Hospital at Santiago. True, he 
was not called upon to do the work on the field of battle, 
but the service was no less deadly and ilous. It means 
that he was daily to be brought into close contact with 
the most dangerous forms of disease, and that these 
most any time might be communicated to him. To do 
such work, knowing what is likely to be the result, re- 
quires a high degree of courage and a steadfast adher- 
ence to duty. When it was announced that there was 
yellow fever in Santiago, this surgeon, in the prime of 
life, did not flinch or desert his post, but remained. This 
devotion cost. him his life. He is dead at 40. It is 
such sacrifice that humanity demands, and it is such 
that noble men in the medical profession, the men who 
have spent years in assiduous preparation; are prepared 
to make, ne does not read of quacks and charlatans 
going where there is danger, and where the highest de- 
gree of moral courage is required to hold one to duty. 
Dr. Senn could fini no better representatives for his lec- 
me than the doctors, who to-day are facing yellow in 
Cuba. 
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SEA TERMS. 

A writer in the New York “Tribune” recalls the fact 
that many nautical terms not familiar on shore are of 
Scandinavian origin. Landsmen speak of a sheet of 
paper, but at sea we have sheet ropes from the Danish 
“sceat,” the point or corner of the sail to which the 
rope is attached. The sailors called “rat lines” so sim- 
ply because they are “rat lines,” or, if you like, “rad 
lines; the landsmen call them “runds” or “rangs,” or 
“gradus,” according as they may be half French, whole 
French, or Roman, but the idea is the same—steps. 
ranks, rows, things set all arow. As for the cat tackle. 
eat block, the cat head, the cat tail, catch tackle, catch 
block, and so on, would be more correct. The anchor is 
“seized up” by these apparatus, or, as they said in old 
times, “catched,” when it is not a trip or on the swing. 
English-speaking land-lubbers have consecrated the 
word “shroud” to the clothing of the dead only, but the 
ship carries her shrouds all her life—‘scruds” the Dan- 
ish Scotch call them. You have only to look at a full- 
rigged ship to see how appropriate the name is. 

“Starboard” is a corruption of “steiir board.” In_ the 
very early days the snake boats had no rudders on their 
stern posts, but were steered, or stear-ed, by means of 
large paddles, or “rodres,” rigged out always on the 
steerer’s right, so as to give more purchase to his left, or 
weaker, arm. That made the right side, or board, of the 
“skip” the “stear board,” just as their end is the 
“stearn,”’ which we i aerantly spell “stern,” and pro- 
nounce to rhyme with “burn.” The other side of the hull, 
which, having no “rodre” on it, could be brought sheer 
up to the wharf for lading, was the “lade board,” and 
this became, by the attrition of use, the “labbord,” 
wrongly spelled “larboard.” 

When it blows very hard sailormen begin to talk 
Saxon. They take in a “reef.” “Wrinkle” has taken the 
lace of “reef” on shore, except in West of England 
one Mg The Danes, when they wanted to shorten sail, 
“swifted” them. Under the same tempestuous circum- 
stances, passengers also talk of going “between decks,” 
and “deck” is plain Saxon for “cover.” People used to 
“deck their heads” when they put on their hats. Nowa- 
days the phrase would suggest to a landsman the use 
of floral decorations, but the Saxon verb “deccan” had 
no connection with the Latin derivative. In a heavy 
gale, too, the skipper talks to his mate about a “lee 
shore,” and “lee” or “le” is the Saxon for shelter—not 
meaning that a lee shore shelters, but that it is not in 
the sheltered, or offwind, direction. 

Of the four exclusive nautical words for pieces of 
timber, three are more Danish than Low German— 
“spar,” “gaff” and “sprit.” The first of these is the 
Danish way of pronouncing “spear,” like the despised 
but historically correct “starn’’ for “stern.” “Gaff” is 
only another word for harpoon. ‘“Sprit’’ is the Seandi- 
navian for a small stick; it appears in “bow sprit” and 
“spritsail.”” “Boom” ia the Low form of the High Ger- 
man “baum,” of course, and was the older word for 
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“tree.” the earlier meaning of which latter—timber, or 
wood; the material of the tree, not the whole thing—has 
curvived at sea in “cross = ich means, in land- 
jubber ling, “transverse timbers.” 
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SOME FOREIGN ITEMS. 

The report that the Rand Irishmen have formed a 
corps to help President Kruger is confirmed, and it is 
<aid at Cape Town that a cable despatch has been re- 
ceived there from New York saying that 10,000 Irish- 
men there are ready to help the Transvaal, We can 
spare that number of the Irishmen who do this foolish 
talking, but they could not be driven to the Transvaal 
with a elub, 

The Secretary of War has issued a circular to the gen- 
eral officers of the English Army, saying he has noticed 
that a predominant fashion exists among young officers 
of shaving the upper lip, and adding that this is much 
to be regretted. The regulation against shaving the 
upper lip has been little observed of recent yetrs, and 
its revival is unpopular. ‘ 

The naval pension list of Great Britain consists of 
5,927 persons, who are already receiving the regular 
service pension, in addition to which there are 2,750 per- 
sons who are eligible but who have not yet been awarded 
the pension. These 8,677 pensioners receive the munifi- 
cent sum of ten cents a day, but of this number 4,082 
are in receipt of an additional sum of eighteen cents a 
day. The total annual cost of all these naval pension- 
ers amounts to $504,500. The estimated cost of paying 
such pensions is about a thousand dollars. c 

The Englishman, wherever he may be, will indulge 
himself in the sports of his “tight little isle,” and tha 
headings in a recent service journal shows the cosmo- 
politan character of the British sailor: “Rifle Meetin 
at Kowloon,” “Dramatic Performance at Wei-Hai-Wei, 
“Variety Entertainment in the Bosporus,” “Port Royal

According to cable advices the British Admiralty is 
experiencing the same difficulty as was encountered by 
our’ Navy Department last year in finding good ma- 
chinists for ships at smaller salaries than paid by the 
mercantile marine. The British Navy lacks 500 of these 
artificers (as they are called here). 
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ANNUAL RIFLE MATCHES, NEW YORK.

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GERMAN ARMY MANEUVERS. 

Press reports of the German Army maneuvers state 
that they have been greatly interfered with by the rain. 
The roads part of the time were simply impassable, and 
the condition of the troops was indescribable, though 
most of them found shelter, and the Commissariat ac- 
quitted itself excellently. The troops marched well in 
infantry, covering, in spite of the weather, being often 
knee deep in mud, from twenty to forty kilometers daily, 
but some of the commanders made egregious blunders. 


The Emperor's dashing charge at the head of two cav- 
alry divisions was a fine sight, but all the experts pres- 
ent agreed that such a charge in actual war, and under 
the same conditions, would have led to the complete an- 
nihilation of the whole of the cavalry. The physical con- 
dition and morale of the troops on both sides remained 
fine in spite of the weather. nly a few cases of serious 
illness were reported. E 





Experts assert that the new field 
artillery and automobiles were both found to be easily 
transportable. 

Some automobiles made during the night, and over un- 
known and unfavorable roads, from 50 to les with- 
out breaking down. Col. 8. &. Sumner, U. 8. A., Mili- 
tary Attaché, was reported present at the maneuvers. 

One of the noteworthy features of the German army 
maneuvers was the Jaegers (sharpshooters) battalions of 
the 14th Corps, who were equipped with Maxim guns, 
the 4th, 8th, 10th and 14th battalions of the sharp- 
shooters forming a brigade with three batteries of 
Maxims. It is said the guns stood the tests so well that 
all the Jaeger battalions of the army will be equipped 
with them. In order to make the resemblance to actual 
war as close as possible, neither the regular telegraph nor 
telephone lines were used within the whole maneuver 
territory. Instead special messengers on horseback, 
pigeons and field telegraphs were employed. Automobiles 
were used in transporting provisions and ammunition, 
and were found serviceable on paved roads in Wurtem- 
berg. even on the steepest grades. A remarkable achieve- 
ment was the successful passage of the steep Kniebis 
Pass, in the Black Forest, 1,3uu feet high, by the bicyclist 
division. 


STATE TROOPS. 

Assistant Secretary of War Meiklejohn, before an au- 
dience of 10,000 persons at the Reunion grounds, Lin- 
coln, Neb., Sept. 14, delivered the welcome of the Na- 
tional Administration to the returned First Nebraska 
Regiment.

THE DEWEY MEDAL. 

A ceremony that means much to the crew of the flag- 
ship Olympia will occur soon after her arrival, and 
while it will be formal and official, there will be no frills, 
speech making or pyrotechnics. Each sailor lad present 
at Manila is entitled te a medal provided by an act of 
Congress last session. These medals were not sent to 
the Philippines, but retained here until the arrival of the 
Admiral and his jollies, and, on the conclusion of the 
celebration in New York, the awards will be made. 

The obverse of the medal has a fine profile head of 
Admiral Dewey. Surrounding the head in clear, distinct, 
raised lettering appears: 

The gift of the people of the United States to 
the officers and men of the Asiatic squadron, 
under the command of Commodore George Dewey. 

Immediately under the inscription, at the right, is an 
anchor in a wreath of laurel and a star, indicative of the 
rank of commodore. On the reverse of the medal is the 
figure of a muscular American sailor, symbolizing victory, 
seated on a cannon and holding a flag across his lap. 
Around the border, forming a frame to the figure, are 
the words : 


In memory of Manila Bay, May 1, 1898. 


Beneath it on a tablet appears the name of the ship 
to which the recipient was attached. he medal to be 
presented to Admiral Dewey will bear the name of his 
amas the Olympia. The recipient's name is engraved 
around the edge of the medal. The medals are suspended 
from bars decorated with an eagle with outstretched 
wings, an Ameriean shield, a laurel wreath of victory and 
a sword of Justice, with the waves of the sea for a back- 
ground. The silk ribbon at the back of each medal con- 
sists of two navy blue stripes, divided by the Spanish 
og: oN that the yellow has been vanquished 
y the blue.

WRECK OF A TROOPSHIP. 

A despatch from Yokohama September 8, via Victoria. 
B. C., Sept. 20, says: 

rhe wreck of the American transport Morgan City in 
the inland sea of Japan came very near being a serious 
catastrophe. After striking upon a reef at 3 o’elock in 
the morning, the ship remained fast until daylight, when. 
by adopting the expedient of rushing the men alternately 
from one side to the other, the ship was rolled from the 
rocks into deep water. where she at once began to fill 
rapidly. She headed for the shore of the island of Ino- 
shima, several miles distant. sinking perceptibly with 
every yard of progress, and reached the beach barely « 
minute before otherwise she would have gone under. 

The discipline of the men was admirable, and all wer 
got ashore in safety, The seamanship shown appears 
not to have been soe praiseworthy, as no precautions 
were taken to make the boat fast to the shore after 
heaching. Some time was spent in removing stores, the 
transport lying very nearly bows under, but well afloat 
in the after part. Late in the afternoon, without warm 
ing. she slid off the steep beach and sunk in about six 
fathoms. A more favorable or more picturesque spo! 
for a shipwreck could searcely be found. 

Aimost instantly aid came from the Japanese author 
ities, the crniser Yosohomo being at once despatehed 
snd the Red Cross Society sending a relief expedition. 
The troops are loud in their praise of the Japanese kind 
ness. The passing steamer Empress of India stopped for 
some bours and proffered every aid. 





THE ARGUMENT FOR CAPT. CARTER. 

The case of Capt. Oberlin Carter will be argued next 
week by Wayne MacVeagh, his leading counsel, who ar 
rived in Washington this week from abroad. It is ex 
pected the case will be immediately disposed of by the 
Attorney General after the argument is presented, No 
(iovernment representative will be present. Col. Barr 
stutes that the Government case rests on the printed 
argument which has been sulmnitted by him. The hear 
ing before the Attorney General will be at 11 a. m.. 
Sept. 27. Mr. MaecVeagh has published the following 
statement: 

“Il beg to be pennitted to correct, through the As 
sociated Press, two new misstatements which I am 
sorry to find the enemies of Capt. Carter have invented 
and put in circulation. in different newspapers during 
my absence in Europe. One is that he has paid me 
a retaining fee of $10,000, and the other is that he has 
agreed to pay me the additional sum of 850,000, or 
more, in ease of his aequittal. I only desire to say 
that both these statements are sheer and absolute false- 
hoods, without a particle of foundation or excuse for 
cither of them.”

There may be a little guerilla warfare, strung ay 
along from time to time, but 1 believe the enemy to be 
substantially conquered.” 

The ' hongnay “Times” of Siam publishes an article en- 
titled “A Stirring Scene in Manila,” in which the writer, 
Mr. William Dunlop, says: 

“It was pay day when we got to Manila, consequent! 
the troops had lots of money to spend, and were spend- 


ing it freely. A good deal of drinking was going on, * 
but the favorite liquor was light beer, and among the . 
thousands of soldiers we saw during our stay we only 


noticed three “drunks.” When the native women met a re 
civilian, who, of course, might be Spanish, t stepped 
off the sidewalks into the muddy streets to make way— 
a pretty strong criticism of Spanish politeness. When, 
however, promenaders were in uniform and, co uent- 
ly, known to be American, the women kept straight on. 
quite confident that way would be made for them. 

“This in the daytime; at night the compliment paid to 4 
the Volunteers was still more striking. The badly lit 
streets were swarming with young men, yet women of 
all colors came and went freely among them, and were 
treated everywhere with unobtrusive respect and cour- 
tesy. The most highly disciplined troops in the world 
could not have behaved better, perhaps would not have 
behaved so well. Certainly the admiration and respect ‘ 
of young fellows like that are well worth having. 

“The physique of the men was splendid; they were 
tall, well-built, active, apparently fit for any work a 
soldier could be called on to do. As to their pluck, that 


question is not worth discussing; the race they have 
sprung from is a warrant for that.” :

The wife of Mr. G. W. Van Horne, formerly our Con- 
sul at Marseilles, tells of a visit to that port in 1866 
of the Kesrsarge, of which George Dewey was at that 
time an officer. Mrs. Van Horne says: 

“The Kearsarge’s officers were mostly young fellows of 
22 and 23, full of life, and delighted at being on shore. 
Lieut, Dewey was like an elder brother to them in every- 
thing, and they looked up to him accordingly. Patti 
had been booked for the first time (and for one night 
only) in Marseilles ten days before the arrival of the 
Kearsarge, and all the seats to the utmost limit of the 
opera house had been sold. The boys were wild to 
hear Patti, for we claimed her as an American, but ad 
mission without seats could not be obtained. Mr. Van 
Horne and myself went to call on the famous diva at 
the hotel. She seemed so glad to see us, and was most 
cordial and demonstrative. When she heard of our 
dilemma, she turned to her manager and brother-in-law, 
Strakosch, and told him that he must make ‘room for the 
officers of the Kearsarge. He replied that it was simply 
impossible, and emphasized his words with shrugs. 
Patti rmarked, "No seats, no opera.” And she meant it, 
too. It was finally arranged by Patti herself that the 
party from the ship were to have seats on the stage be- 
hind the scenes. On our bidding her adieu, she thanked 
us effusively for the privilege of conferring a favor on 
our sailor boys, and gave me a warm kiss and her photo 
graph, both of which I dearly prize. Mrs, Morse, the 
Vice-Consul, and myself went to the Mayor, a personal 
friend, to try and procure a seat for Dewey in the 
Mayer's box. As a great favor he let us have two for 
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that evening. It fell to me to do the most talking, as 
Dewey (modest then as ever) did not seem inclined to 
air his French. We looked from the box, which was iy 
the seeond tier above the stage. and waved our hands 
to the boys below us, and heard and saw Patti at hes 
best.” 

REVORT FROM MAJOR ROCKEFELLER. 

The War Department has received from General Otis 
a report regarding Maj. Charles M. Rockefeller, of the 
Oth Inf.. who disappeared from his command on the 
night of April 28, while making a forward movement 
against Caloocan. The report consists of statements by 
Capt. George Palmer, of the 9th Inf., and four pickets 
who last saw the missing man. The pickets say they 
were first made aware of Maj. Rockefeller’s presence by 
hearing the cry of “Picket” repeated several times, 
Corpl, Ross hailed the caller, and on discovering his 
identity offered to escort him to the next outpost, which 
offer was declined. Maj. Rockfeller started off and soon 
after the pickets again heard the ery of “Picket.” Corp! 
Ross told the officer that he was going in the wrong 
direction and to turn more to the right. 

This was the last seen of Maj. Rockefeller, as he failed 
to report to his command. The next day searching par 
ties found pieces of paper bearing his name one and 4a 
half miles from where he was last seen and hearid. 
Since then an officer answering the description of Maj. 
Rockfeller has been seen as a prisoner of the Filipinos 
south of Manila. General Otis says, in commenting on 
the case, that on the day previous to the disappearance 
of Maj. Rockefeller the 9th Laf. made a foreed march. 
uu that probably he was so affeeted by the heat that 
he wandered into the Filipino lines.. Another theory ad 
vanced is that he may have been picked up by a recon 
noitering party,
